Young incorrigibles to face 2-year jail term

Hard-core juvenile offend¬ 
er* will face a maximum of 
two years in jail under new 
legislation introduced Tues¬ 
day by Attorney-General 
Garde Gffrdom. 

Gardom said “containment 
centres’' to house the re¬ 
peat offenders would be es¬ 


tablished at Juvenile Deten¬ 
tion Home in Victoria, site of 
the lower Island centre, and 
Willingdon School in Van¬ 
couver, site of the mainland 
centre. 

In introducing Bill 35. the 
Corrections Amendment Act, 
Gardom refused to use the 
word “jail.” 

“This a containment pro¬ 
gram geared to handle a 


small group of repeat offend¬ 
ers who don't appear to be 
helped by existing programs." 
Gardom said. 

He said that there were 
about 90 hard-core repeaters 
in the entire rank* of juvenile 
delinquents, with possibly 
30 active at any given time. 

Willingdon would be rede¬ 
signed to handle a maximum 
of 20 repeater* while the Vic¬ 


toria centre would be equipped 
to handle 10. 

The jnimmum age for a ju¬ 
venile to be sentenced to a 
containment centre would be 
14. Maximum sentence, which 
under the new legislation 
could be imposed directly by 
the courts, would be two 
years with a sentence review 
mandatory every three 
months. 


The commissioner of cor¬ 
rections would establish spe¬ 
cial programs which at his 
discretion might include a 
restitution * or compensation 
program when damage was 
done to property; a communi¬ 
ty service program: an at¬ 
tendance program, probation 
supervision or “a containment 
program.” 

Centre Creek on the main¬ 


land and Lakeview on Van¬ 
couver Island would become 
containment centres at a later 
date and the new- act states 
that the provincial cabinet 
“may designate part or all of 
a facility as a youth contain¬ 
ment centre.” 

Gardom conceded the leg¬ 
islation would give the cabinet, 
the right to designate part of 
the Oakalla provincial jail as 


a containment centre. “But I 
can assure you that won't 
happen,” he said. “It is un¬ 
thinkable to put juveniles with 
adults. No, the section does 
say that, but it means that we 
can declare facilities contain¬ 
ment centres without building 
new facilities.” 

Before an existing facility 
could be declared a contain¬ 
ment centre the cabinet would 


have to be satisfied that 
youths sentenced to the centre 
would receive proper care 
and attention, proper training 
and proper supervision. 

Gardom said he didn't ex¬ 
pect many of the hard-core of¬ 
fenders to get the maximum 
two years and that whatever 
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Fire fuses cell locks, 21 prisoners die 


SAINT JOHN. N.B. (UP!) — A file in a 
detention area of the city hall police headquarters 
here late Tuesday night killed 21 prisoners, a police 
spokesman said today. 

About a dozen policemen, six firemen and an 
unidentified number of prisoners were rushed to hos¬ 
pital in six ambulances and a dozen police cruisers. 
All apparently were treated for smoke inhalation. 


A police spokesman said the overnight detention 
cells, built to hold 25 persons, were nearly full at 
the time. 

The police said the cause of the fire was un¬ 
known but apparently it started in one of the padded 
cells of the overnight detention center, located on 
the second floor of tire five-year-old city hall build¬ 


ing. The deaths were apparently caused by smoke 
inhalation, a spokesman said. 

Police had trouble opening the doors to the 
cells, and the police information officer said heat 
had fused the locks. He described it as a flash fire. 

The first alai-m was received at 11:28 p.m. but 
it was 12:15 before any of the bodies were removed. 


•’ll was a grim scene, a scene of shock," said 
an observer. "Police were sitting on the curb hack¬ 
ing and coughing, overcome by smoke.” 

The jail was unusually full because a number of 
prisoners had been transferred from the Saint 
John County Jail after three fires broke out there 
last week. All those fires were deliberately set 
mattress fires but no one has been charged. 


RCMP coverup of illegal raid charged 



Goyer enters House 
.can’t take responsibility 


OTTAWA (CP) - An emer¬ 
gency Commons debate began 
late Tuesday with allegations 
by New Democrat Leader Ed 
Broadbent that RCMP head- 
quail ei^ consistently covered 
up RCMP involvement in an 
illegal 1972 raid in Montreal. 

Broadbent added that there 
was clear evidence of a police 
conspiracy involving the 
RCMP. Quebec provincial and 
Montreal urban police. 


He said a federal inquiry 
was needed to determine 
whether the cover-up is “an 
isolated inoident or part of a 
general pattern.” 

“I couldn’t agree more.” 
Opposition Leader Joe Clark 
said. 

But Clark aimed his tire at 
Supply Minister Jean-Pierre 
Goyer. who was solicitor- 
general in 1972. 


“Make a charge,” an 
angry-looking Goyer demand¬ 
ed as Clark said that no mat¬ 
ter what the minister knew or 
did not know, he was respon- 
sible. 

Goyer has insisted he did 
not know the RjGMP were in¬ 
volved in an illegal raid, and 
had not asked. Clark said that 
made Goyer ”as guilty of 
gross ministerial negligence 


as if he counselled and aj>- 
proved” the raid. 

Goyer’s version was on the 
record and the Op|>osition 
said it was a serious reflec¬ 
tion on former RCMP com¬ 
missioner W. L. Higgitt and 
former RCMP security ser¬ 
vice director John Starnes, 
both retired: Goyer was say¬ 
ing in effect they had covered 
tip. 


"He is accusing them of a 
very serious dereliction of 
duty,” Clark said. “They de¬ 
serve a right to reply.” 

“Why was the minister not 
advised?” Clark asked. 
"Was it because he arranged 
not to be advised? Was it that 
the RCMP did not trust him 
enough to advise him?” 

If Goyer had been so cer¬ 
tain the RCMP was not in¬ 


volved in the raid, why had he 
not told this to the left-wing 
agency that complained it 
had been raided by RCMP 
and the other police forces? 

Solicitor-General Francis 
Fox said Broadbent had asked 
the sharpest questions “but I 
don’t agree with the conclu¬ 
sions he has drawn.''

WASHINGTON (AP) 
— The United States and 
Great Britain approved a 
new air transportation 
agreement early today, 
avoiding an interruption 
of scheduled air service 
between the two coun¬ 
tries, a department of 
transportation official 
said. 


Conservative Elmer Mac- 
Kay said Monday a “reliable 
source” told him the RCMP 
had destroyed up to two tons 
of confidential papers June 2-3 
because it feared the Quebec 
government inquiry into the 
Agence de Presse Libre 
break-in. 

Fox told the Commons that 
on June 2 the RCMP inciner¬ 
ated 800.U00 grams of hashish 
and two pounds of other drug* 
worth about $12 million. 

"I had the matter of the de¬ 
struction of files investigated 
and it is reported to me that 
on June 3, there were 20 lin¬ 
ear ieet of files incinerated 
.... all of these files were 
from the specialized section of 
the force.” he said. 

He said the “irrelevant” 
files that were burned dated 
back to 196b and “any infor¬ 
mation which was pertinent” 
was transferred to the na¬ 
tion'll criminal investigations 
unit of the RCMP. 

“No information of current 
value was destroyed . . . and 
no material pertaining to any 
inquiry presently under way 
in the province of Quebec was 
destroyed during the course of 
that incineration.” 


ExrMountie: 
Break-ins 
nothing new 

EDMONTON (CP) — Jack 
Ramsay, a former RCMP of¬ 
ficer. said Tuesday he be¬ 
lieved the RCMP had been in¬ 
volved in illegal activities 
such as unlawful entries. 

Ramsay, wlio resigned in 
1971 after 14 years with the 
force, said in a telephone in¬ 
terview from Wain wright, 
Alta., the RCMP had now, 
and had had for some time, 
brandies in the force wtiOvse 
specific duty w’as electronic 
surveillance. 

“When I left the force in 
1971 there were technical aid 
section* staffed by RCMP 
member* who are trained in 
lock-picking, wiretapping and 
bugging.” 

Electronic installation tell 
into two categoric* — major 
and minor. 

Minor installations can be 
installed without entering the 
premises to be bugged but 
major installations require 
entry to install monitoring de¬ 
vices and again for removal, 
he said. In 1971 autliority for 
major installations was re¬ 
quired from the commis¬ 
sioner’s office. 

“Hiis is new to the public, 
but it is not new to me and it 
is not new to them—the 
RCMP."

General Garde Gardom could 
do but that he must do some¬ 
thing “about violence, por¬ 
nography and obscenity.” 

She said obscenity had e' en 
infiltrated the women's cloth¬ 
ing world and cited Van¬ 
couver stores selling the “Bat¬ 
tered Woman's Jumpsuit” as 
a trade name.

Coming 
Back for (More, and Choice 
Cuts, an album which she 
said carried a photograph of a 
woman's buttocks with the 
song title stamped on them.

OTTAWA (CP) — Fisheries 
olficials said Tuesday that 
Fisheries Minister Romeo 
LeBlanc was to make a State¬ 
ment today on the results of 
negotiations with tne United 
States on vYest Coast fisheries 
problems. 

Earlier Tuesday. LeBIanr 
told the Commons the shrimp 
grounds oil the West Coast of 
Vancouver Island have been 
closed in response to catch 
reductions forced on Canadian 
salmon trailers by the U.S. 
government. 

In an interview later. LeB- 
lance said the U.S. move vio¬ 
lated the terms of the interim 
reciprocal agreement between 
the countries which said no 
changes shall be made to 
existing fisheries efforts with¬ 
out the consent of the other 
country. 
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VANCOUVER (CP I — Pro- 
v incial Transport Minister 
Jack Davis Tuesday proposed 
the imposition of a social tax 
on energy in major population 
centres to finance public tran¬ 
sit. 

Davis told the annual meet¬ 
ing of the Canadian Urban 
Transit Association that pub¬ 
lic transit must be made to 
appear economically attrac¬ 
tive to the public or it will not 
bo used sufficiently.

higher than is necessary to 
cover operating costs.

“I am really saying that 
one of the areas of taxation, 
one of the sources of revenue 
that must be looked at by Ca¬ 
nadians in the big cities to fi-* 


nance transit, to tinance en¬ 
ergy-efficient transit, to fi¬ 
nance space-saving transpor¬ 
tation. is a tax on one form of 
energy or another, or all 
forms of energy sold in the 
metropolitan area con¬ 
cerned," he said. 

Later in an interview Davis 
said there now is such a tax 
on energy, the subsidy taken 
out of B.C. Hydro's energy 
revenues to cover the chronic 
'deficit of Hydro's transit sys¬ 
tems.

OTTAWA (CP) — Providing 
children with the'right to at¬ 
tend schools in the official 
language of their choice is 
critical to national unity, the 
federal government says, but 
this right can be temporarily 
deferred in Quebec. 

Secretary of State John 
Roberts, after tabling a feder¬ 
al language policy jpper in 
the Commons Tuesday, told 
’ reporters the government 
agrees with provisions in pro¬ 
posed Quebec legislation to 
limit access to English 
schools only if such measures 


are temporary and are re¬ 
sponding to perceived threat* 
to the survival of the French 
language. 

However, he would not say- 
how long access to English 
schools should be limited or 
what the government would 
do if Quebec does not change 
the language bill to make the 
provision temporary. See ear¬ 
lier story Page 30. 

Reaction to the federal lan¬ 
guage paper has been cau¬ 
tious. . 

Within the House- opposition 
spokesman questioned the 


government s hope that Tirov 
inces would grant freedom of 
choice in the language of edu¬ 
cation. 

Provincial government of¬ 
ficials described the paper as 
a step in the right direction 
but did not accept it whole¬ 
heartedly. 

Roberts said the paper is a 
major challenge to the nine 
English-speaking provinces to 
provide more French schools 
and to improve other services 
to their French-speaking min¬ 
orities.

, Since the break-in was un¬ 
usual. Goyer added, at least 
one of the two officers would 
have remembered telling the 
minister if he had discussed 
RCMP involvement. 

Goyer said important ques¬ 
tions were usually referred to 
him in writing but there were 
no documents referring to 
RCMP involvement in the 
raid" 

Goyer said he did not ask 
the RCMP whether they took 
part in the raid for two rea¬ 
sons. The force’s "distin¬ 
guished reputation and past 
record gave him no reason to 
believe it would have partici¬ 
pated. And a Nov. 6. 1972, 
statement by former Quebec 
justice minister Jerome Cho- 
quette had convinced him that 
no police force took part in 
the raid. 

"There was no apparent 
reason tor me to ask if in fact 
the RCMP were involved,” 
Goyer said. 

"Bearing in mind my resp¬ 
ect for the RCMP. given the 
Quebec minister of justice's 
statement, I. as any other 
member, had no reason to ask 
the question." 

Goyer said he first learned 
that the RCMP took part in 
the break-in in March, 1976. 

He described the raid as 
"an isolated incident." It did 
not reflect force policy. 

Goyer said he would have 
prevented the break-in if he 
had any prior knowledge that 
it would take place. His senior 
officials would have acted in 
a similar way if they had 
known. 

"The rule of law Is para¬ 
mount and the police cannot 
be above the law'.”

QUEBEC (CP) — Acquit¬ 
ting Capt. Jean-Claude Giroux 
of criminal negligence in the 
1974 deaths of six cadets 
killed by an exploding hand 
grenade, a judge said Tues¬ 
day he was a scapegoat for 
several negligent soldiers. 

Besides the dead cadets, the 
•rmed forces captain and 40 
other students were injured 
July 30, .1974, when a live gre¬ 
nade, mixed in with a box of 
dummy ammunition, blew up 
during Giroux's arms safety 
class at nearby Valcartier 
military base. 

Handing down his verdict, 
Sessions Judge Anatole Oorri- 
veau said that “when the tes¬ 
timony is contradictory, as in 
this case ... we cannot con¬ 
sider that he did not care 
about the danger posed by 
live grenade to the cadets in 
his class." 

Testimony had shown negli¬ 
gence was evident some¬ 
where, the judge said, and it 
appeared 32-year-old Giroux 
was a scapegoat. 

Giroux, who said he was 
"greatly relieved" by the ver¬ 
dict, has been Instructing at 
the base since the time of the 
accident, except for a short 
period spent, recovering from 
his injuries. 

His lawyer. Ross Goodwin, 
maintained throughout the 
long trial that Giroux w-as just 
one of several persons who 
committed errors leading to 
the explosion. 

"Through the laziness and 
negligence” of several Indi¬ 
viduals, 19 live grenades had 
been freely circulated 
throughout the base during a 
three-day-period," Goodwin 
said.

PARIS (AP) — Soviet lead¬ 
er I^eonld Brezhnev has chid¬ 
ed both France and the Unit¬ 
ed States over their military 
positions, saying little 
progress has been made with 
the U.S. on strategic arms 
limitation and expressing his 
concern over apparent moves 
by France to rejoin the NATO 
military alliance. 

Brezhnev, on a three-day 
visit to France for talks with 
President Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing, said Tuesday that 
improvements have been 
made in East-West detente in 
light of the Helsinki accord. 

However, he added that po¬ 
litical rapprochement must l>e 
reinforced by military de¬ 
tente, a pointed reference to 
Kremlin disapproved of 
French membership in the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organi¬ 
zation. 

"A lot has been said recent¬ 
ly about the enlargement of 
the French presence in the 
Atlantic military alliance," 
Brezhnev said. "A lot has 
been said about the new 
French military doctrine of 
forward battle, but a battle 
against whom?" 

French generals recently 
came out in favor of positioh- 
ing their forces near East- 
bloc borders. 

Brezhnev also attacked 
"certain manifestations of the 
policy of Western powers" 
which he said were in contra¬ 
diction with the Helsinki ac¬ 
cords and aimed "at an acute 
confrontation between the two 
parts of Europe.” That wae 
an apparent reference to 
Western positions on civil 
rights but he did not elabo¬ 
rate. 

A French official said Gis¬ 
card d’Estaing told Brezhnev 
that France decided its own 
military policy and while it 
was a member of the Atlantic 
political alliance, it did not 
lielong to any of the intergrat- 
ed military units of NATO. 

Meanwhile, a Soviet spokes¬ 
man said Brezhnev felt there 
had been no major progress 
in Strategic Arms Limitation 
Talks with the U.S. as a result 


of his meeting with U.S. State 
Secretary Cyrus Vance in 
March.

B ritish Columbians react more books than 

other Canadians do. Isn't there some way this 
fact can be turned into a tourist attraction to bolster 
the provinces sagging economy? If the citizens of this 
province are truly the bookworms of the nation, as 
Statistics Canada claims, then they ought to be able to 
turn an honest dollar based on their literary prowess 
The truth is that we are the best of a bad lot. The 
government survey revealed that 46 per cent of 
Canadians over the age of 14 do not read any books at 
all, but spend most of their leisure time watching 
television. The average Canadian spends only 35 
minutes a day reading books, contrasted with the one- 
and-a-half hours he spends in front of the TV set. while 
British Columbians spend 49 minutes reading. 

But to English eyes all Canadians ere illiterate 
The Sunday Times, in a guide for prospective British 
emigrants, says so. The London reporter visited only 
three Canadian cities — Vancouver. Victoria and 
Toronto — those which attract the majority of British 
immigrants. Canadians were portrayed as illiterate, 
healthy materialists, hardly distinguishable from 
Americans. Victoria was criticized for its pseudo 
English look. 

It is all too clear our tourist industry has been 
prompting the wrong values. Instead of turning the 
Crystal Garden into a gambling casino, it might more 
appropriately be an international book centre. 


There may be more money in books than in 
Scottish tartans' or English toffees Books are big 
business. Book sales in Canada increased 68 per cent 
between 1972 and 1975, an increase of about 20 per cent 
a year. Bookstores in Canada, now numbering around 
700, increased by one third during the past seven 
years. In spite of television, Canadians (and 
undoubtedly Americans) are thirsty for knowledge and 
books claim a sizeable slice of the leisure dollar. 

A backlash to the electronic rape of Canada, is 
apparent among Canadian booksellers who are eying 
the relatively disorganized American book market 
Two of the three Canadian bookstore chains plan to 
expand into the United States. At a recent conference 
of booksellers, the marketing director of Harlequin, 
publishers of those "first love" romances, said the 
U S. market was "a great big dry sponge waiting to be 
dampened." 

Americans have a need for books and things 
literary, just as Canadians do. English-language book 
sales in Canada alone now top $500 million. $30 per 
capita. It s money not to be sneezed at so why couldn't 
Canada's most avid readers play host to book lairs, 
learned society conventions and writers’ conferences 
and workshops? The province could stop nothing short 
of being the literary centre of North America 


The new Ombudsman Act 


T HE BROADENING of jurisdiction for the office of 
ombudsman in legislation re-introduced 
Monday by Attorney-General Garde Gardom makes 
the position that much more important and the task of 
finding the right person to fill it that much more 
difficult. With the man-in-the-street cooling his heels 
too long for a means to obtain satisfaction in 
grievances over treatment received at public offices, 
hopefully it can be done soon. 

The talk about appointing a “champion of the 
people" has gone on for ages and. after two years of 
lobbying for one by the B.C. Human Rights Council in 
the early 1970s, it appeared that something would be 
done. The attorney-general of the day. the NDP's Alex 
Macdonald, told a B.C. Civil Liberties Association 
delegation in December of 1972 that serious 
consideration was being given to the creation of such 
an office. 

His government went so far as to hire three 
University of B.C. consultants on the scope and powers 
that might be given such an office, whose 
recommendations were' made known in late 1975 after 
which the present administration came up with what 
Mr. Gardom now says was "kite-flying" legislation. 
The ombudsman bill introduced at the same time as 
the Auditor-General Act last year was made public "to 
gather feedback and suggestions as to how we might 
improve the legislation.” 

The "kite" already was fluttering at least part of 
the trill that appears in the new legislation. Last year's 
bill gave, investigative authority over only provincial 


ministries and government bodies such as Crown 
corporations and commissions. The UBC consultants 
had said that a B.C. ombudsman should not only deal 
with complaints to do with operations of provincial 
offices but problems with municipal-level 
governments. 

They called, too, for the police and judiciary to be 
included, which Mr. Gardom is not going along with in 
his jurisdiction extension. The investigation schedule 
of authorities as listed in the new Ombudsman Act 
(Bill 63) takes in: 

"Ministries of the Government; a person, 
corporation, commission, board, bureau, or authority 
who is or the majority of the members of which are, or 
the majority of the members of the board of 
management or board of directors of which are, (at 
appointed by an Act, minister, the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council, or (b) in the discharge of their 
duties, public officers or servants of the Government, 
or (e) responsible to the Government; a corporation 
the ownership of which or a majority of the shares of 
which is vested in the Government; Municipalities; 
Regional districts. The Islands Trust; Public schools 
and colleges as defined in the Public Schools Act; 
Universities. Institutions as defined in the Colleges 
and Provincial lnstitues Act; Hospitals: Governing 
bodies of professional and occupational associations 
that are established or continued by an Act.” 

That area should be wide enough to satisfy the 
people who may not have to mark time much longer 
with their advocate finally arriving on the scene

Organized crime in Canada 


An all-out offensive 


The CBC s superb two-part 
senes on organized crime was 
downright scary. We knew that 
the power of the syndicates had 
been increasing year by year 
but obviously they are more 
firmly entrenched than we had 
guessed — even those of us who 
had some inkling of what was 
going on. So, apart from the 
risk of guilt by innuendo, which 
is always a concern in in¬ 
vestigative journalism, the 
programs provided a first-rate, 
if chilling, expose. 

Copsequently it is not the 
least bit reassuring to hear the 
bland "business as usual" 
response from Solicitor- 
General Fox and Justice 
Minister Basford. They give 
the impression that the police 
have everything under control 
and as soon as the naughty Op¬ 
position allows Bill 51 (o pass 
permitting more effective use 
of wire-tapping, all that re¬ 
mains to be done is to sit tight 
and wait for the plague to end

On the other hand. Mr. 
Baslord is on target when he 
accuses the Opposition of 
hypocrisy.

Now face fire 

There has been a sigh of 
relief following the announce¬ 
ment that the development of 
the Kitimat oil port has been 
postponed. However, I would 
hasten to warn the people of 
Victoria that although they 
may have escaped the frying- 
pan they now face the fire. 

The Straits of Juan de Fuca 
is about to be used as a major 
access for super tankers To 
date one tanker — of about 
125.000 tons — has passed our 
shores roughly every seven to 
ten days. Very soon tankers 
will be'carrying about two mil¬ 
lion barrels of oil per day 
within view of Beacon Hill 
Park. IA barrel is about 7.2 
tons.) They will be discharging 
at Cherry Point and Anacortes 
This increased volume of traf¬ 
fic will add to the hazard of 
grounding and collision. 

We are used to seeing the odd 
tanker of a modest 125.000 tons 
but already two vessels of 
165,000 tons are projected to 
add to the traffic The Shell Oil 
Company (SOHIO) have asked 
for additional dredging at 
Anacortes to take tankers of 
190.000 tons. So it goes up and 
up. and bearing in mind that 
the more oil carried in a vessel 
the higher the profit Where 
will it end? (The 200.000-ton is 
at sea.) 

Much of Victoria’s domestic 
development and recreational 
facilities is just above the high- 
water mark, and a disaster to 
one of these big ships would be 
catastrophic Any one could 
release more oil on our 
doorstep than was discharged 
trom the defective well capp¬ 
ing in the North Sea It would 
depreciate property from 
Sooke to Sidney in a few hours 
The ferries would experience a 


boom from people fleeing the 
stench. 

There is some doubt about 
the Thompson inquiry continu¬ 
ing its work, but we need it. 
Doctor Thompson stated plain¬ 
ly during his visit to Victoria 
that his terms of reference ex¬ 
tended to the West Coast and 
the Straits of Juan de Fuca. So 
a continuation of the inquiry 
would be of immense benefit to 
Victoria. It would bring out 
the dangers we face and we 
would be told, at last, what 
equipment and plans are 
available to get rid of the in¬ 
evitable mess

It was a subtle political 
manoeuvre to put the opposition 
on the defensive and it 
worked, for all political parties 
have been catering to Quebec 
to get support for their par¬ 
ticular party among the French 
Canadians.

Crisis No. 2 is the economy, 
and there is grudging 
awareness that the govern- 
ment’s anti-inflation wage and 
price controls, begun in 1975, 
are working to an extent. 
Canada's inflation, which 
remained high after the U S. 
rate decline, now is under 8 per 
cent. 

Finally, a groundswell of 
favorable public opinion quick¬ 
ly grew behind Trudeau follow¬ 
ing his recent separation from 
his wife of six years. Although 
both are Roman Catholic and 
almost half of Canada is 
Catholic. Canadians appear to 
have been put off by Margaret 
Trudeau's attendance at the 
Rolling Stones’ concerts in 
Toronto, her subsequent trip to 
New York, an interview with 
People Magazine and her 
general outspokenness on per¬ 
sonal matters 


All of this spells tough times 
ahead for Joe Clark, the 37- 
year-old leader of the minority 
Progressive Conservative 
Party. Last year he was in a 
superb position to become the 
youngest occupant of 24 Sussex 
Drive, the prime minister's 
residence here 

Reflecting on this recent turn 
of affairs, a member of Clark s 
Conservative Party dourly ex¬ 
claimed: "Trudeau has now 
cornered national unitv and 
motherhood." 

Given the rise of Trudeau's 
fortunes, rumors are rife here 
that he could call a national 
election soon. 

Under Canada's parliamen¬ 
tary system of government, 
there must be a national elec¬ 
tion every five years. This 
would give Trudeau until 1979 
to make up his mind. But 
traditionally, such elections 
are held every four years, 
which means that Canadians 
would go to the polls bv the end 
of 1978. 

Something of a split has 
developed among Trudeau’s 
advisers on the timing of the 
election, government sources 
here sav. 


On one side are Keith Davey. 
a member of the Canadian 
Senate and a close Trudeau 
political adviser, and James 
Couts. a political, strategist on 
Trudeau’s staff, who are 
pushing for an early election 
this year. Their reasoning, says 
one government source, is that 
the economy "clearly is our 
weakness" and there is a fear 
it could deteriorate next year. 

Moreover, says another 
political observer here, unfore¬ 
seen events could lead to some 
defusing of the Quebec separ- 
tist issue "and people may be 
less concerned a year from 
now." 

"Yes." says Donald Mac¬ 
donald. Trudeau's finance 
minister and an influential 
cabinet adviser to the prime 
minister, "there is a difference 
of opinion on when to call the 
election." 

Macdonald suggests he has 
taken the position that because 
of the scheduled October visit 
of Queen Elizabeth to Canada. 
Trudeau should wait until next 
spring to call the election. 

By law, Canadian federal 
election campaigns cannot run 
longer than two months. 
Pointing to this fact, a govern¬ 
ment source says it is the inten¬ 
tion of the government not "to 
soil the Queen’s visit" with a 
bruising campaign battle 


This means that if Trudeau 
were to opt for calling a quick 
election he would have to cam¬ 
paign through much of August, 
a traditional vacation month 
for many Canadians. Mac¬ 
donald believes August would 
be a bad time to carry the 
Liberal s message to the 
voters. 

The alternative of holding the 
campaign and election soon 
after the Queen's visit appears 
remote because Canadian 
winters are too severe for ef¬ 
fective campaigning 

So the decision appears to 
come down to making an elec¬ 
tion announcement soon or 
waiting until next spring 

And Trudeau, so far. says he 
does not favor a snap election. 
Part of the reason, says one 
government source, is that he 
does not want to be branded as 


an opportunist who could 
wrench the country apart with 
a bitter campaign at a time 
when he should be attending to 
more pressing problems of of¬ 
fice. 

Political and domestic 
problems of the scope ex¬ 
perienced by Trudeau in the 
past year might sap the 
energies of most politicians 
and abort their public careers 
but Trudeau isn’t like most 
other world leaders. 

Always a fascinating mix¬ 
ture of superintelligence and 
arrogance. Trudeau, even 
among many of his critics, is 
considered one of the most at¬ 
tractive political leaders

The national debates with the 
Quebec separatists, at present 
Canada's No. I issue and topic 
of conversation, is pitting two 
outspoken Frenchmen against 
each other — (“It takes a 
Frenchman to deal with a 
Frenchman," said one Ottawa 
politician) — Trudeau against 
Quebec Premier Rene Leves¬ 
que. 

Levesque is the leader of 
Quebec’s Parti Quebecois. 
which came to power last 
November and which is com¬ 
mitted to separating 
predominantly French- 
speaking Quebec from 
Canada's nine other provinces 
and making Quebec an indepen¬ 
dent nation Levesque has said 
he would hold an independence 
referendum within two years 

Before the Quebec provincial 
election last Nov. 15. which so 
dramatically brought home to 
Canadians the seriousness of 
the separatist issue. Trudeau 
generally was considered slipp¬ 
ing badly politically. 

the leader of the Conser¬ 
vatives was a relative unknown 
from High River, Alberta, 
named Joe Clark, but Trudeau 
was suffering in the polls in his 
efforts to move toward 
national biligualism and get the 
economy under control. 

In May, 1976. the Toronto- 
based Canadian Gallup Poll 
showed only 31 per cent of 
those polled favored Trudeau s 
Liberals against 43 per cent for 
Clark's Conservatives. 

The May. 1977. Gallup Poll 
showed a decided turnaround 
with 47 per cent of those polled 
backing the Liberals and only 
32 per cent behind the Conser¬ 
vatives.

B.C, expects even bigger year 

Oil, gas drilling rises 


VANCOUVER (CP) — The 
British Columbia Energy 
Commission was told Monday 
that increased oil and gas ex¬ 
ploration 8nd development in 
the province resulted in 175 
new wells last year and $x- 
pectations of 215 in 1977. 

The commisison was begin¬ 
ning its annual renew of field 
prices for oil and natural gas. 
which will include submis¬ 
sions from producer compa¬ 


nies. consumer groups and 
evergy associations.. 

“This year should be the 
best year since 1966 when a 
record 218 wells were 
drilled." said Walter Young, 
chief geologist of the B.C. De¬ 
partment of Mines and Petro¬ 
leum Development's petrole¬ 
um resources branch. 

Among the highlights of the 
department's report were rev¬ 
enue figures from crown sales 


of rights which include per¬ 
mits. leases and drilling res¬ 
ervations. Three sales this 
year brought in more than 537 
million. Five sales last year 
realised 543.2 million. 

In reviewing 1976. the re¬ 
port said 156 wells were 
drilled during the winter, up 
considerably from 125 and 74 
wells in the two previous 
winters. 

Young said increased activi¬ 


ty' was helped by the dry- 
winter season. 

The department reported 
that oil pools in ,BA3. continue 
to decline naturally. However, 
oil production last year — at 
jnore than 15 million barre'.s 
— was still four per cent 
higher than in 1975. Market¬ 
able gas production was 
slightly lower at 312 billion 
cubic feet. 

New oil reserves for the 


12-month period ended April. 
1977. are estimated at 4.82 
million barrels, compared 
with 200.000 barrels for the 
same period in 1976. 

In its 24-year forecast of 
B.C. oil and gas production, 
the department sees raw gas 
production from known re¬ 
serves to total 370 billion 
cubic feet this year, peaking 
production in 1980 at 432 mil¬ 
lion cubic feet.

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If you're worried about the state of the economy, perhaps 
the Gold Guru is the man you should consult. He charges up 
to 51,200 per hour but that’s not how Harry Schultz got his 
nickname — he’s an ardent advocate of the move for the re¬ 
turn to the gold standard. 

Schultz is setting up shop in Toronto for two months 
beginning July 4. One of the world traveller’s advance men 
has mailed out a few Schultz’ predictions for Canada and 
here they are, for the price of this newspaper: 

• Near-term rise in the Canadian dollar, followed by a 
sharp fall. Long-term fears for the currency are founded on 
his belief that Canada has temporarily “outprioed" itself. His 
pre-1977 guess called for an 80-cent Canadian dollar. 

• Harry says sell in the short-term in the Canadian 
stock market, although he gave a "buy” signal just before 
the March rise. 

• He is not optimistic about Canada’s increased infla¬ 
tion. aggravated by what he calls “socialist bureaucratic in¬ 
terference” and political instability caused in part by the 
seperationist movement in Quebec.

Are you a U.S. citizen living in Canada? One who has or 
could have claimed an exclusion for income earned in Cana¬ 
da on your 1976 U.S. tax return? Or one who claimed a fore¬ 
ign tax credit foitaxes paid to Canada while also claiming 
the standard deduction? A yet to any of the foregoing prob¬ 
ably means that you should fill in an amendment form. 

H and R Block, the tax preparation firm, advised that the 
Tax Reduction and Simplification Act of 1977 recently signed 
by President Carter reinstates for 1976 the more favorable 
rules for excluding foreign-earned income that were in effect 
for 1975 or earlier years. The Act also reinstates the old rule 
that a taxpayer njust itemize deductions in order to claim 
credit. 

Steve Borbola. local manager for Block, says that those 
who qualify for the exolusion or earned income will likely 
enjoy a reduction in tax liability and therefore have a refund 
due to them. 

Those who claimed a foreign tax credit while claiming 
the standard deduction may have an increase in tax liability 
except they may now be able to claim a credit for Canadian 
tax on excluded income. 

Borbola says his offices are supplying and preparing the 
necessary forms at no cost and that it is not necessary to be 
a Block customer in order to receive this help.

The banking industry has 
come through a period of re¬ 
latively poor performance. 


Montreal 
passes 
big test 

MONTREAL (CP> - In its 
first attempt to tap the Cana¬ 
dian money market in seven 
years, the City of Montreal 
borrowed $30 million in a 
bond sale here Tuesday. 

City finance director Fer¬ 
nand Denis said the sale was 
a highly successful test of the 
city’s credit rating. 

City offioials had been un¬ 
sure of what reaction to ex¬ 
pect in launching the loan ber 
cause of warnings that Mon¬ 
treal’s credit rating had suf¬ 
fered from the 5215 million 
borrowed, last January to 
cover the city’s share ol the 
Olympic debt. 

Like other Canadian munic¬ 
ipal governments, the city has 
been tapping the American 
and European money markets 
in recent years in search of 
better interest rates than 
those available in Canada. 


"But It is hard to imagine 
that the banks have entered 
one of those long periods of 

stagnation that more cyclical 
industries like chemicals or 
paper and forest get them¬ 
selves into from time to 
time." 

The newsletter says yield 
alone makes most bank stocks 
worth holding. The current 
yields range from moderate 
to excellent. 

"Their current dividends 
take up no more than a 
quarter to a half of their cur¬ 
rent earnings, which gives 
them room to raise dividends 
once the anti-inflation pro¬ 
gram is over and done with. 

"When earnings finally 
start growing again, their 
shareholders will be in a posi¬ 
tion to look at growth as a 
bonus.” 

The investment reporter 
lists Hie Royal Bank of Cana¬ 
da as a particularly good 
choice. 

It ranks as Canada’s largest 
bank, both in total assets and 
in annual revenues and “is 
the most active in multina¬ 
tional transactions." 

“Royal’s total assets have 
just about doubled in the past 
five years, from $14.7 billion 
at the end ol fiscal 1972 to 
$28.8 billion at the end of fis¬ 
cal 1976.” 

Like the rest of the major 


banks, it experienced lower 
profits in its second quarter of 
1977, "partly because cuts in 
the prime lending rate 
squeezed its profit margins." 
But the stock Is an attractive 
hold for income, the newslet¬ 
ter says. 

The four other major Cana¬ 
dian banks — Canadian Impe¬ 
rial Bank of Commerce, Bank 
of Montreal. Bank erf Nora 
Scotia and Toronto Dominion 
Bank — also rank as healthy 
stooks to hold. 

"Bank of Montreal offers 
the best yield of the big five 
banks that operate right 
across the country and as 
such is our favorite for the 
long term. 

"However, we do not advise 
new commitments Just now,” 
the newsletter says. 


Coupon 

fraud 

noted 


TORONTO (CP) — About 
1,200 of Canada’s 55.000 retail 
food outlets are considered to 
be of doubtful integrity by one 
of the country’s largest cou¬ 
pon redemption houses. 

Herbert A. Watts Ltd. main¬ 
tains such a list, as do other 
companies who redeem centa- 
off coupons used in the pur¬ 
chase of groceries, said Ron¬ 
ald Adamson, president of the 
Toronto direct-mall firm. 

There are two major forms 
of fraudulent misredemption, 
Adamson said. 

The first and most common 
form involves the housewife 
who buys one brand of a prod¬ 
uct and seeks redemption of a 
coupon for another brand. 

A second form of misre¬ 
demption occurs most com¬ 
monly at independent grocery 
outlets, where the buyer of 
one product redeems a coupon 
for a second product made by 
the same company. 

Adamson said his company 
saves clients 5200,000 to 
$300,000 a year by questioning 
redemptions. 

A recent study In the United 
States, claiming that up to 
one-third of all coupons are 
misredeemed, does not apply 
In Canada, he said. 

Between $20 million and $25 
million in coupons are re¬ 
deemed in Canada every 
year. Adamson estimates. 
Since each represents an 
average of a 13*per-cent dis¬ 
count on a product, the 
amount of grocery product 
sold annually through coupon 
use probably amounts to 
about $150 million. 

Coupons worth $38 are re¬ 
ceived In the average house¬ 
hold every year, he said.

DERBY, Vermont — Water 
racing downhill in a riverbed 
— or uphill over a beach - 
reflects what lies hidden be¬ 
neath. 

Water sculpts its way re¬ 
lentlessly through land or 
rocks. But whatever obstacles 
the water meets in turn sculpt 
the water. Where the obsta¬ 
cles fire dramatic — jutting 
boulder or steep shoreline — 
the water sculpture becomes 
the even more dramatic tur¬ 
moil of “whiteAvater.” 

Whether gentle riffles, 
sharp staircases, pillows, ton¬ 
gues. souseholes, eddy lines,

Rogue, Cahfomia’s Tuolumne, 
Canada’s Chilcotin and Fraser 
Risers, the Amazon in Peru, 
or Yugoslavia’s River Tara - 
now are open to all through 
such nonprofit organizations 
as the American River Tour¬ 
ing Association (ARTA) of 
Oakland. California, and Wild- 
water Expeditions of West 
Virginia. Such groups run 
canoe and raft trips led by 
white-water experts. 

Whether you are satisfied 
with riding\the current, down 
tiie Batten Kill in Vermont, or 
want to test your skills on 


Wisconsin's Flambeau River, 
you are bound to cross pad¬ 
dles with the white - water 
racers. This year more than 
140 while-water competitions 
are being held in the United 
States. America’s top racers 
will go on to the international 
championships in Spittal, Aus¬ 
tria, July 17-24. 

No matter how elaborate 
the sport becomes, it all goes 
back to the traditions devel¬ 
oped by the Indians and Eski¬ 


mo. Each improvement In 
strengthening, lightening, and 
waterproofing both boat and 
boater makes for faster races 
— and helps recreational 
boaters and environmentalists 
penetrate further, down 
rougher rapids into unspoiled 
wilderness. 

Whether racing or wilder^ 
ness tripping in your kayak, 
you need to know the 
Eskimo roll — the trick of 
righting your boat while seat¬ 
ed in it upside down.

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Hostels: A boom year

For the first time in several 
years. Canadian summer hos¬ 
tels are expecting a heavy re¬ 
surgence In the number of 
visitors they will accommo¬ 
date. 

“It looks like people are hit¬ 
ting the road with a ven¬ 
geance." said Brian Phillips, 
summer program director of 
the Canadian Hostelling Asso¬ 
ciation (CHA>. 

The summer hostel on Ni¬ 
cholas Street in Ottawa, with 
a capacity of 130 beds, has 
been turning away about 30 
people a flight. Inquiries and 
applications for membership 
are running much higher than 
last year. 

Phillips said high unemploy¬ 
ment may be responsible for 
reversing a decline In sum¬ 
mer hostel use- The number 
of bed-nights recorded had 
dropped by about 50.000 each 
summer for the last four 
years as the crest of the baby- 
boom wave receded. Last 
vear’s figure was approxi¬ 
mately 147,000. 

This summer 125 hostels are 
operating, roughly the same 
number as last year, offering 
about 5.600 beds. Fees range 
from $1.50 to $3.50 a night. 

For the first time, a double- 
tiered fee structure has been 
implemented. Members of the 
Canadian Hostelling Assoicia- 
tio Association are charged 
approximately $ 1 ' less than 
non-members. 

The CHA was formed by a 
merger of almost all Canadi¬ 
an hostelling associations, 
completed in Calgary May 1. 
Previously the Canadian 
Youth Hostel Association, a 
national body, operated per¬ 
manent hostels while summer 
programs were conducted by 
provincial associations. 

The CHA, based in Ottawa, 
coordinates all hostelling ac¬ 
tivities and is seeking to es¬ 
tablish a permanent funding 
and administrative structure 
for both permanent and sum¬ 
mer hostels. 

Funds for this year's 
$799,000 summer program will 
he channeled directly from 
the secretary of state to pro¬ 
vincial branches of the CHA. 
The national body is support¬ 
ed by membership fees and 
grants from Recreation Cana¬ 
da. 

Marla Maete, CHA field 
technical director, said the as¬ 
sociation will conduct pro¬ 
grams. tor die benefit of all 
provincial branches. Its goal 
la to establish a chain of per¬ 
manent hostels which will of¬ 
fer recreational and educa¬ 
tional programs geared to fa¬ 
milies as well as travellers. 

At present, permanent hos¬ 
tels exist only in Nova Scotia, 
Quebec. Ontario. Alberta 
and British Columbia. All are 
in use as part of the summer 
program. 

Provincial branches of the 
CHA are autonomous. They 
are free to establish their own 
programs and raise additional 
funds from municipal and 
provincial governments. Fees 
and activities vary from prov¬ 
ince to province and hostel to 
hostel. •« » 

Newfoundland: Five hostels 
will operate this summer. The 
one at St. John’s opened June 
13. The othprs, at Comer 
Brook, Port mux Basques, 
Woody Point in Gros Mome 
national park, and at L’Anse 
au Clair on the southern La¬ 
brador coast, will open June 
27. A number of mini-hostels 
will he operated in rural 
Areas. 

New Brunswick: Eight hos¬ 
tels will be open, and a ninth 
will possibly operate at Tra- 
cadie on the north shore if 
volunteers to run it can be 
found. 

.Tack Ghosh, association ex¬ 
ecutive director, said the fu¬ 
ture of hostelling is uncertain. 
The number of bed-nights de¬ 
clined I«?t year to 8.500 from 
a figure 500 to 1,000 higher in 
1874. 

In contrast to the optimism 
expressed by the CSA, Ghosh 
said he thinks the popularity 
of hostelling will continue to 

drop. 

Prince Edward Island: A 

70-acre plot of land at Rus- 1 
ticoville. 20 miles from Char- j 
lottetown. opened as a site for 
hostel tents June 1 and will | 
continue until after the Labor I 
Day weekend. 

Spokesman Philip Mac- j 
dougall said he expects twice j 
as many visitors this year ns 
in 1976. Last year about 2.500 
people used the facilities, 
down from 4,500 in 1975. Mac- 
dougall atributed that drop to \ 
the Montreal Olympics and | 
the American bicentennial 
celebrations. 

Mini-hostels may be set up 
In the form of accommo- 1 
dations in homes of residents. 

Nova Scotia: Hostel opera¬ 
tions are expanding despite a 
drop in bed-nights last year. 
Sixteen CHA hostels and three 
private hostels will be-open. 
Plans are under way to es¬ 
tablish a $400,000 permanent 
hostel in Halifax with capaci¬ 
ty for 100 beds. 

Coordinator Richard Ber- 
zette said. “Provincial 
tourism departments have fi¬ 
nally recognized hostels as an 
important part of the tourism 
industry and we now have a 
close and developing liaison 
with them." 

Quebec: Hostels enjoyed 
better business than many 


hotels and motels last sum¬ 
mer and they expect another 
goo^ season this year, said 
Francois Bedard, director of 
the Quebec branch of the 
CHA. 

Of 39 hostels, some offer 
three meals a day for rela¬ 
tively high tees, some offer 
only a breaklast for minimal 
fees and some charge no fee 
but ask visitors to help with 
chores. 

Ontario: Nineteen hostels 
opened June 1 and will re¬ 
main open until September. 
They expect 35,000 visitors, up 
from 29.000 last year. 

In addition to permanent 
hostels at Ottawa and Colling- 
wood, two more are planned 
within 18 months In Toronto 
and Thunder Bay. 

Activities are oriented to¬ 
wards recreation and tourism. 
Charges depend on costs to 
the local group of providing 
the activities. 

Some hostels take advan¬ 
tage of their environment to 
offer unique activities. The 
Collingwood hostel offers hik¬ 
ing on the Bruce Trail, and 
visits to local shipyards. The 
Stratford hostel offers tours of 
the Shakespearean Festival. 

Executive director Liz Shea 
said the Ontario ministry of 


industry and tourism is sup¬ 
porting the program and en¬ 
couraging foreign students to 
use hosteis. 

Manitoba: A new facility is 
being opened this year at Uni¬ 
versity of Manitoba in Win¬ 
nipeg. in addition to tire es¬ 
tablished summer hostel at 
Brandon. 

Rudy Comeault. Manitoba 
region president, said toe as¬ 
sociation is seeking a site for 
a permanent hostel in Win¬ 
nipeg.

Saskatchewan: The CSA 
operates hostels in Regina 
and Swift Current, while the 
YMCA operates a hostel in 
Saskatoon. 9 

The new Regina facility, 
which opened June 1, is ex* 
pected to become a perma¬ 
nent hostel. 

Alberta: New 65-bed facili* 
ties will open in July at Medi¬ 
cine Hat and Bragg Creek. 
Other hostels are running 
from June 1 to Aug. 31 in Ed- 
m oh ton. Calgary. Banff, 
Jasper, * Medicine Hat and 
Grande Prairie. 

A five-year provincial aid 
program, begun in 1974, pro¬ 


vides $150,000 a year to de¬ 
velop a system of year-round 
hostels. At present there are 
15 of these, ranging from a 
112-bed facility in Calgary to 
little cabins in the mountains. 

Last year hostels in the 
province accommodated 13,000 
people for 32,000 bed-nights. 

British Columbia: Fourteen 
hostels, including two in the 
Yukon, will operate from mid- 
June until just after I^abor 
Day. They will provide ap-‘ 
proximately 1.200 beds. 

Four oi the hostels, in Van¬ 
couver, Victoria. Whistler 
Mountain and Chilliwack, are 
open all year. 

Administrator Ann McCou- 
gan said the hostels are ex¬ 
pecting at least as many visi¬ 
tors as the 30.000 who used 
the facilities last year. Wor¬ 
sening student unemployment 
may boost hostel use, she 
, said.

Hie former city cleric of 
Victoria received a fine and 
jail term Tuesday in Victoria 
provincial Court after Judge 
Fred Green found him guilty 
of impaired driving. 

Frederick Morran Waller, 
60, of 813 Lawndale, was 
found guilty of the charge 
which arose after he was 
stopped on Four Bay Road in 
tiie early morning hours of 
March 28, 1975. 

Waller/ who retired after 38 
years as city clerk on Nov. 30, 
was given a $400 fine, ordered 
to go to jail for three days, 
placed on six months’ proba¬ 
tion and told to take al¬ 
coholism therapy as directed 
by his probation officer. 

Testimony was that Waller 
had been playing cards and 
drinking with three friends at 
the Uplands golf club on the 
night of .March 27, 1975, from 
about 7:45 p.m. to about 4 
a.m. the next day. Waller 
then drove his car from the 
club until stopped by Oak Bay 
police on Foul Bay. 

Waller told the court he had 
about six drinks until about 
midnight when the bar closed 
and did not consume liquor 
after that. 

In announcing his decision, 
Green rejected defence law¬ 
yer Dermod Owen-Flood's 
suggestion of reasonable 
doubt and said he found the 
case presented by crown 
counsel Richard Law strong 
and reasonable. Green went 
over the police officer’s obser¬ 
vations of Waller’s physical 
appearance, of his reddened 
face, smell of alcohol on his 
breath, bloodshot eyes, stag¬ 
gering and slurred speech. 

Before the sentencing, 
Owen-Flood called two char- 
a o 11 r witnesses, William 
Tribe, Saanich municipal ad¬ 
ministrator between 1945 and 
1972 and a friend of Waller’* 
far 25 years, and George Wil¬ 
liam Harknett, a friend for 
about 40 years. 


Owen-Flood also told the 
judge Waller admitted a 
drinking problem and needed 

— and was prepared to take 

— alcoholic counselling. He 
asked Green to take into ac¬ 
count Waller’s excellent char¬ 
acter as well as the more 
than two years’ elapsed time 
between the offence and the 
verdict. He reminded the 
judge that the crown’s case 
was declared a nullity the 
first time causing the lengthy 
delay. 

Pointing to the handful of 
spectators, Owen-Flood told 
Green members of the press 
were present — “as they were 
yesterday’’ — and that his 
client had already undergone 
“severe punishment” because 
he was a public figure. m 

He asked for a severe dispo¬ 
sition other than a jail term, 
suggesting a long driving sus¬ 
pension as pari of that sen¬ 
tence. In concluding* his 
address, Owen-Flood asked 
that Waller’s age and charac¬ 
ter be taken into account as 
well as the fact that penalties 
under the Criminal Code trf 
Canada had risen since 3975. 

Law replied that the crown 
was “no agent for Waller’i 
notoriety” and reminded the 
judge that this was Waller’s 
third conviction for a drink¬ 
ing-driving offence. 

Waller was convicted Jan. 
16, 1970,' of impaired driving 
and fined $350 and was con¬ 
victed on the same charge 
July 23. 1971, and fined $450. 

. □ 

A 51-year-old woman who 
switched price tags to save 49 
cents was fined $100 after 
pleading guilty to fraud. 

Evelyn Krueger, of 587 
Oliver, pleaded guilty to the 
charge and was handed the 
fine by Judge William Ostler. 

Crown counsel Robert Mul¬ 
ligan told the court Mrs. 
Krueger was In the Capital 
Iron store at 1900 Store Street 


on June 13 and store em¬ 
ployees saw her switch price 
tags on a place mat. The orig¬ 
inal price tag was $1.98 and 
the substituted price tag was 
for $1.49.

Tan Ralston Duhsmuir, 19, 
of 1508 Fern wood was denied 
bail after a hearing and was 
remanded until next Tuesday 
for election of trial method.

OTTAWA (CP) — The na¬ 
tional economy grew at a 
solid 5.2 per cent annual rate 
in the first three months this 
year aftei a six-month decline 
in output during the second 
half <?f 1976, Statistics Canada 
reported Tuesday. 

The federal agency says the 
economy “swung back to a 
relatively healthy but nar- 
rowlybased rate of real 
growth” anainly because of a 
substantial increase in ^the 
value of exports. As a result, 
the balance of trade in goods 
and services with foreign 
countries improved. 

The quarterly rejfort on 
gross national product con- 
i.uns revised figure-. lu- 
the last live years. They show 
the economy declining in out¬ 
put at an annual rate of eight- 
tenths of one jter cent in the 
tinal three months of 1976 and 
declining at a 1.2 per cent 


rate in the third quarter last 
year. 

For the full year 1976, Sta¬ 
tistics Canada has revised up¬ 
ward its calculation for real 
economic growth to 4.9 per 
cent from 4.6 per cent. The 
GNP figure measures the 
value of all goods and ser¬ 
vices produced in the national 
economy. 

In his March 31 budget 
speech Finance Minister Don¬ 
ald Macdonald said he expect¬ 
ed GNP to grow at a real rate 
of four per cent during 1977. 

The combined increase in 
prices and output during the 
first quarter this year caused 
GNP in current dollar terms 
to rise at an annual rate of 8.8 
per cent to a seasonally-ad¬ 
justed annual level of $199.9 
billion. 

Inflation slowed to a 3.2 i*er 
cent annual rate, down sharp¬ 


ly from 9.6 per cent In the 
final quarter last year. 

Statistics Canada notes that 
the improvement in the bal¬ 
ance of trade on foreign busi¬ 
ness “coincides with” the fall 
in value of the Canadian dol¬ 
lar against most major 
foreign currencies. In fact, 
most of the first-quarter 
growth came from an in¬ 
crease in the real value of ex¬ 
ports. 

Nonetheless, the federal 
agency says, “it is not clear 
. . . that the increase in export 
value can be attributed com¬ 
pletely cr even primarily to 
the exchnnge rate move¬ 
ment.” It adds that it remains 
to be seen how much a lower¬ 
valued dollar will add to the 
costs of paying for Canada's 
heavy foreign borrowings. 

There is even a chance that, 
as imported -products become 


more expensive for Canadians 
because of a cheaper dollar, 
personal spending for Cana¬ 
dian-made goods will fall. 

Personal spending during 
the first quarter this year de¬ 
clined at an annual rate of 1.6 
per cent, as consumers re¬ 
duced spending on both dura¬ 
ble and non-durable goods. It 
was personal spending that 
accounted for almost all the 
real economic growth in. 1976. 

Business investment, an¬ 
other major area of economic 


growth, also showed only a 
moderate gain in tha first 
tWee months of 1977. 

The increase in volume of 
exports and in prices pushed 
corporation profits before 
taxes up dramatically at a 
62.4 per cent annual rate. 
Manufacturing and mining in¬ 
dustries, which produce com¬ 
modities for export, benefitted 
most. 

Statistics Canada says the 
improved corporate profit* 
follow a weak year in 1976.

The exhibit, entitled Room 
for Self-Explanation, contains 
the work of two Canadian ar¬ 
tists and is to be shown until 
July 13. 

Tt will continue, however, 
without the filmed section by 
Noel Harding of Guelph. Ont. 

“The exhibit, here under a 
Canadian government grant, 
opened on June 14. Martin 
saw it three days later and or¬ 
dered the sequence deleted. 

A spokesman for Martin 


said the film “was of home- 
movie quality. It was in black 
and white. The lips were out 
of synchronization. It was 
amateurism.'’ 

,; It was not pornographic. 
There was a girl in the nude." 

The spokesman said “some 
people found it offensive and 
we got several calls,” but did 
not know how many. 

“The high commissioner 
found it offensive and it was 
his decision to withdraw’ it.” 

One independent observer 
remarked that regardless of 
whether the film is con¬ 
sidered art, any woman who 
can dress and undress in 
three minutes must be consid¬ 
ered an artist. 


Canada needn’t 
follow U.S. ban 
on day sedatives 


OTTAWA (CP* Canada 
wild not follow a move by the 
United States Food and Drug 
Administration to ban the sale 
of over-the-counter daytime 
sedatives, a health depart¬ 
ment official said Tuesday. 

Dr. Albert Liston, director 
general of the federal drug di¬ 
rectorate, said in a telephone 
interview that sleeping aids 
sold in Canada do not contain 
. the same components as the 
products sold in the U.S. and, 
therefore, need not be taken 
off the market. 

The FDA announced earlier 
Tuesday that it will ban the 
sale of the daytime sedatives 
because the risk of drowsiness 
during the day is hazardous to 
drivers and machine opera¬ 
tors. 

Methapyrilene. a major in¬ 


gredient in the sedatives sold 
in the U.S.. is not permitted in 
Canadian drugs. Liston said. 

He said Canada has stricter 
regulations governing the con¬ 
tents of proprietary medicine. 

FDA commissioner Donald 
Kennedy said in Washington 
such products as Cope. Com- 
poz. Miles Nervine. Tranquim 
and Quiet World would be af¬ 
fected by the ban. effective in 
about mid-1978. He said he 
knew of no evidence that day¬ 
time sedatives lessen anxiety 
or otherwise provide sedation 
other than by causing drow¬ 
siness. 

Kennedy made the an¬ 
nouncement during a hearing 
on sedatives conducted by a 
Senate small business monop¬ 
oly subcommittee. 


Amin's alive 
and wooing, 
says reporter

NAIROBI — Uganda's Pres¬ 
ident Idi Amin, whose where¬ 
abouts became a mystery 
alter weekend reports of an 
assassination attempt, has 
told an American reporter he 
was taking a belated honey¬ 
moon with his wife in western 
Uganda, CBS News reported 
Tuesday night. 

The network said journalist 
Audrey June Taylor contacted 
Amin by telephone Tuesday. 
Mrs. Taylor, who has met 
Amin, reported he “is alive 
and well rind is enjoying his 
honeymoon” with his wife 
>arah, whom he married in 
August. 1975. 

'He assured me there have 
tieen no threats on his life and 
that he is simply relaxing for 


a week and trying his best to 
stay out of the news," Mrs. 
Taylor said. 

Mrs. Taylor, a refiorter for 
a New York radio station, is 
on an educational tour with 
Ugandan United Nations of¬ 
ficials. 

Earlier Tuesday, British 
Foreign Secretary David 
Owen told a news conference 
in Luxembourg: 

"My information Is that he 
is alive and unharmed.” 

The reports that Amin Is 
alive followed a Kenyan news 
agency dispatch on the al¬ 
leged assassination attempt 
quoting its diplomatio sources 
in the Ugandan capital of 
Kampala as saying there 
‘ certainly is a massacre tak¬ 
ing place here in Uganda.”

Mobile homes 


Space need 
ignored 
by councils 


Last of three parts 
By NANCY BROWN 


When Herb Stark and his 
neighbors found that they 
were about to be tossed out of 
their mobile home park, they 
started looking for other sites 
for their mobile homes. 

And that was when they 
realized the emergency situa¬ 
tion facing mobile home 
owners in the Capital Region. 

A recent survey of 45 mo¬ 
bile home parks showed vir¬ 
tually no vacancies other than 
empty sites reserved for mo¬ 
bile home sales companies. 

Stark started chasing from 
agency to agency, trying to 
find some help. 

But the provincial govern¬ 
ment told him to approach the 
region, and the region told 
him to go to the provincial 
government, and he began to 
wonder if he would have to 
live on the roadside. 

Finally, with the help of Es¬ 
quimau MLA Lyle Kahl, re¬ 
gional and provincial repre¬ 
sentatives sat down to discuss 
the matter. 

That was in the early spring 
and to date Stark still has 
nowhere to go. 

There has been some 
progress, however, as a result 
of die meetings. 

A bylaw which will regulate 
and set standards for mobile 
home parks is in the works at 
the regional level, and once 
that is passed the board will 
be studying some applications 
to build mobile home parks. 

The old stigma against mo¬ 
bile homes remains, however. 

Typically the matter of prrv 
viding mobile home sites was 
turned over to the unorganized 
areas to the west which al¬ 
ready have all but three of 
the region’s mobile home 
paries. Municipal represent¬ 
atives were invited to the pro- 
\incial-regional meetings, but 
failed to show up. 

And even the directors who 
did attend the meetings 
seemed to have difficulty ac¬ 


cepting the concept of mobile 
home parks. 

View Royal’s Pat Massy for 
Instance, who had had no dif¬ 
ficulty accepting the idea of 
178 townhouses. most erf them 
with zero lot lines, crowded 
onto 17 acres in View Royal, 
was opposed to the idea of 
allowing large mobile home 
parks for up to 200 mobile 
homes. 

The fault does not lie entire¬ 
ly with regional directors, 
however. 

Part of the problem lies in 
th$ fact that it is hard to find 
a mobile home park in the 
region that is properly laid 
out, and an attractive place to 
live. 

One answer to that, says * 
regional planner Jim Master- 
ton, is a pilot project in the 
region, to show what can be 
done to provide sites for mo¬ 
bile homes. 

Edmonton had been 
successful with such a project 
which integrated mobile 
homes with conventional 
housing in a large subdivision. 

At first. Mhsterton said, 
city authorities did not know’ 
what call there w’ould be for 
the sites, so in planning die 
subdivision areas were set 
aside to provide sites in small 
cul-de-sacs. 

“The sites were filled, and 
the two types of housing com¬ 
pletely integrated. That type 
of thing can be done quite 
easily as long as yoii have 
good regulations to cover ad¬ 
ditions, porches, skirting, etc. 

“Mobile home residents are 
really not transients, and on 
good sites they put in their 
landscaping, and they're 
happy to stay put." 

Masterton pointed out that 
even in the Victoria area 
where most parks were less 
than perfect, people stayed in 
parks tor several years. 

A survey of local parks 
showed that while the average 
stay in some was only two to 
three years, some had oc-

cupants staying up to 20 
years. • 

Another possible solution, 
Masterton said, would be for 
parks to be strata-titled — 
that is. the land could be 
owned by the residents. 

“ People who own their own 
land have security' and pride 
of ownership, and that all 
makes lor stability,” he said. 

“Municipalities have always 
fallen into a dilemma in deal¬ 
ing with mobile homes,” Mas¬ 
terton continued. 

“They can treat the mobile 
home as part of the housing 
market — simply as conven¬ 
tional housing — and apply 
the same standards in terms 
of lot size, set backs and oth¬ 
er planning requirements. 

"As often as not the prac¬ 
tical result of such policy has 
been you don’t have any mo¬ 
bile homes because they seem 
to be unable to compete in the 
open market with conven¬ 
tional housing. 

“On the other hand if they 
relax standards of site devel¬ 
opment to attract mobile 
home development, then they 
are saying mobile homes are 
not like part of the conven¬ 
tional housing market, and 
therefore their prejudice is 
being manifested in their leg¬ 
islation. 

“That is a paradox. - ’ 

Kahl said he was disap¬ 
pointed at the lack of munici¬ 
pal reaction to the plight of 
mobile home owners. 

“The onus has been put on 
the unorganized areas, but 
they don’t have the sew’ered 
land for mobile home parks. 
Something more might be 
done if a more flexible look is 
taken at alternate methods of 
sewage disposal, perhaps with 
small treatment plants to 
serve individual parks. 

“But primarily all the ser¬ 
viced land that could accom¬ 
modate mobile homes is with¬ 
in the municipal areas. 

“I doubt if Victoria, Esqui¬ 


mau or Oak Bay could do 
much because they have little 
vacant land, but Saanich, 
Central and North Saanich 
and Sidney could well take 
part- in discussions and see 
what land they could make 
available.’' 

Kahl noted that parks in the 
Saanich Peninsula are all on 
Indian reserve lands. 

“We have to provide the op¬ 
portunity for people to have 
their own homes, and the mo¬ 
bile home is one good method 
of doing that. 

“I have the feeling that 
most of the people opposed to 
mobile home parks have 
rever even been inside a mo¬ 
bile home.” 

Kahl said the municipalities 
should understand their re¬ 
gional responsibilities and 
help to solve the problems 
faced by people who want to 
buy mobile homes. 

“Certainly some municipal¬ 
ities have the land, and if It 
means rezoning then so be it. 

“The directors from the 
western community are fac¬ 
ing up to their responsi¬ 
bilities, and it is up to the 
others to help.” 

Kahl agreed with Masterton 
that a pilot project could help 
the situation, not only in pro¬ 
viding space for some homes* 
but in showing the kind of 
parks that could be developed 
with good planning. 

But he said he doubted mu¬ 
nicipalities were concerned 
about solving the problems of 
people with low-cost housing. 

“They are more interested 
in building up their tax rolls, 
and they certainly can get 
more from a $200,000 house 
than a $20,000 mobile home. 
They are not really interested 
in providing a service to peo¬ 
ple in need of less expensive 
forms of housing.”

Coast Regional Board said. 

"He indicated that he might 
be ready to review even 
that.”

A private entrepreneur has 
offered to buy the financially - 
beleaguered Racquet Club of 
Victoria, but the man’s iden¬ 
tity will not be known until 
the club executive has met to 
consider the proposal. 

TTie offer was relayed to 
club president John McBride 
Tuesday, just a few hours 
after Saanich council had all 
but ruled out any possibility 
of giving the club any finan¬ 
cial assistance. 

McBride told the Colonist : 
“We’ve had an offer to pur¬ 
chase the club from a private 
entrepreneur.” 

An emergency meeting of 
the olub executive would be 
held within a week to discuss 
the offer and explore "all 
other avenues open to us.” 

Council voted Monday to 
table until July 4 a proposal 
to pay this year’s $21,826 
school bill for the club. 

Council Agreed to explore 


Meanwhile, within the trust, 
one of the elected represent¬ 
atives has clashed with one of 
the appointed representatives, 
and another has asked that 
contemplated amendments to 
the Islands Trurt legisla¬ 
tion be dropped. 

In a letter to his fellow’ Is¬ 
lands Trust trustees, Terrence 
Hanna of Gabriola Island said 
he was deeply troubled over 
internal dissension within the 
trust. 

Hanna said that on Gabrio¬ 
la, subdividing is reaching 
excessive proportions, “for 
purely speculative inter¬ 
ests,’’ while the draft commu¬ 
nity plan has not progressed. 

“I am sufficiently alarm¬ 
ed.” he said, "that I am writ¬ 
ing direct to the minister for 
a moratorium by order-in¬ 
council, on in stream and fut¬ 
ure subdividing until the com¬ 


munity plan is accepted by 
the people of Gabriola.” 

There has been, he said in 
his letter, a difference of opin¬ 
ion b e tw een himself and ap¬ 
pointed trustee Neldor Boul¬ 
ton. 

“The difference of opinion 
in my mind stems from Nel- 
dor’s conviction it is too late 
to save the island, and that 
his excavating business re¬ 
quires a growing population 
as rapidly us possible.” 

Hanna suggested that a 
trust council, with power to 
make decisions would be a 
possible answer to the ques¬ 
tion of electoral account¬ 
ability. 

*T do not wish to see the 
trust go down the drain, but I 
have talked to three directors 
from different regional dis¬ 
tricts and their intensity 


about disbanding the trust 
alarms me,” he said. 

Democratic accountability 
was also the theme of a letter 
to the premier from Salt 
Spring Island trust member 
Charles Longeuay. 

He poineed out that at 
present elected represent¬ 
atives can be outvoted by the 
three provincially appointed 
members on any matter. 

There are 26 elected 
members to the trust from 
various islands, and three 
general appointed members. 
Trust meetings, however, are 
on the local level, with com¬ 
mittees that consist ot the 
three general members, and 
the two local elected repre¬ 
sentatives from the island 
concerned. 

Matters that affect more 


than one island are decided 
solely by the three appointees. 

Proposed amendments to 
the Islands Trust Act would 
put land planning and zoning 
into the hands of the trust, 
which currently i deals with 
such matters only after re¬ 
gional governments have 
dealt with them. 

“Removing the land use 
authority from the regional 
boards and vesting it in the 
trust gives all the power to 
three appointed trustees, who 
could conceivably (if they so 
chose) form a dictatorship 
either now or in the future,” 
the letter said. 

"I am concerned that our 
elected member, Hugh Curtis, 
for whom I campaigned very 
strongly in his election, stated 
publicly that he opposed ap¬ 


pointed trust officials, and 
preferred elected represent¬ 
atives. His actions to date do 
not coincide with his re¬ 
marks.” 

Adding additional planning 
and zoning powers to the trust 
would do nothing to stream¬ 
line the planning process, 
since servicing responsibility 
still lay with the regional 
boards. 

“The premier indicated he 
would review the matter with 
the minister and think about 
it. but he wouldn't give any 
answers today.” 

Chairman James Campbell 
of the Capital Region Board 
said the premier had been in¬ 
terested in the complexity the 
planned amendments would 
introduce to island planning- 


Greater Victoria’s industrial 
commissioner is expected to 
be in business by Aug. 1, ac¬ 
cording to Victoria Aid. Frank 
Carson. 

With the financial hurdles 
out of the way, Carson said he 
was now concentrating on set¬ 
ting the wheels in motion that 
would lead to the hiring of the 
right person far the job. 





The first step will be a 
meeting June 30 at Victoria 
city hall of the seven prospec¬ 
tive directors to whom the 
commissioner's office will be 
responsible. 

Letters have gone out to a 
number of groups to appoint a 
person to serve on the board 
of directors. The board is to 
have seven directors. 

The Victoria Labor Council 
will appoint two members, 
one from the private and one 
from the public sector. The 
Greater Victoria Chamber <rf 
Commerce, the Victoria Con¬ 
struction Association, the Vis¬ 
itors’ Information Centre, the 
arts community and the 
Greater Victoria Inter¬ 
municipal Committee will 
each appoint one member. 

Carson said until the inter¬ 
municipal committee appoints 
a representative, he wuuld 
probably serve as pro-tern 
chairman. 

The founding directors will 
elect a chairman at the June 
30 meeting, possibly strike an 
employment committee and 
decide on the terms of hiring 
a commissioner. 

They will also form a soci¬ 
ety and officially apply for 
the funds to which the provin¬ 
cial government and the tour 
core municipalities have com¬ 
mitted themselves. 

Total cost of operations dur¬ 
ing the first year is estimated 
at $63,000. The provincial gov¬ 
ernment has promised to pay 
half of that amount and the 
municipalities will pay the 
other half. 

It will be the commis¬ 
sioner’s job to attract bu¬ 
sinesses to Greater Victoria. 
The salary will probably be 
$26,000 a year.

Mayor Ed Lum told council 
he was agreeable to the 
suggestion that service be 
bought from the club. "But to 
give a grant to a club of this 
type will set a precedent not 
only in Saanich but through¬ 
out the province.” 

Aid. John Mika, who had 
earlier supported the grant 
because of conditions laid 
down that the- club wxxild be¬ 
come an open club without 
people having to buy a $1,000 
share to become a member. 


said he was disturbed by a 
news report which stated such 
was not the case. 

"I am disturbed to learn the 
club has altered its position 
on this issue. 

“If. in fact, it remains an 
exclusive club. I’m utterly op¬ 
posed to giving them a 
grant,” he said. 

Taking issue with Mika's 
stand, McBride said Tuesday 
that the alderman should take 
a look at the Cedar Hill golf 
club setup. 

“The municipality owns the 
course but the club, in which 
membership costs $100, is an¬ 
other entity. It’s a virtual 
closed corporation,’’ he 
charged. 

“It’s a very restricted club: 
it’s a situation the alderman 
should be taking a close look 
at.” 

McBride said he supported 
Aid. Joseph Bourque s conten¬ 


tion that the root of the dub’s 
problem w’as that the provin¬ 
cial government's assessment 
authority was classifying the 
dub the same way as a com¬ 
mercial hotel. 

Bourque suggested Monday 
that council take the authority 
to task for not helping to bail 
out the club. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Hugh Curtis, a Saanich resi¬ 
dent, is opposed to giving the 
club a grant. 

To give the club a grant 
would be “an alarming prece¬ 
dent in as much as all facili¬ 
ties aren’t available to all 
lieople at all times,” he said. 

“One possibility, and I’m 
not suggesting it, would be 
the sale of the dub to Greater 
Victoria (similar to the Royal 
Theatre arrangement) with 
some lease-back agreement to 
the club.” 

Curtis said as a taxpayer he 
was opposed to giving the 
club a grant. When he was 
mayor, he added, "I certainly 
was opposed.” 


dog-pound charges 

A substantial increase in pound fees for dogs has been 
urged by Saanich council. 

Aldermen decided earlier this week to send back to com¬ 
mittee for further review a proposed new schedule of fees. 

They were in agreement with a recommendation increasing 
from $10 to $15 the fee for first impoundment, but some 
disagreed with subsequent proposed fees. 

Aid. Sandy Noel said many dogowners were lax in look¬ 
ing after their pets and fees needed stiffening to make the 
owners more responsible. 

"We have many people who don't blink an eye paying $20 
or $25 to get their dog out of the pound,” he said. 

Under the proposed schedule, owners would pay $20 tor a 
second Impoundment instead of $15, $25 for third impound¬ 
ment compared with $20 and $50 for a fourth impoundment, a 
doubling of the fee now charged. 

Besides the release fee, owners must pay a $3 a day for 
the care and feeding of their dogs. 

Aid. Mary Casilio took issue with methods employed by 
poundkeepers to “capture” dogs in the municipality. "Our 
people call dogs by their first name, luring them off their 
own property,” she said. 
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WHA clears hurdle to pave way for merger 


TORONTO (CP) The 
World Hockey Association and 
WHA Players Association 
have reached an agreement 
that paves the way for a 
merger with the National 
Hockey Leageu. Ron Roberts, 
executive-director o f the 
players association, said 
Tuesday. 

Roberts said the WHA 
owners have agreed to a 


‘‘multi-million dollar settle¬ 
ment" with his association. 

Roberts negotiated the set¬ 
tlement with the WHA two 
weeks ago while the NHL gov¬ 
ernors held their annual meet¬ 
ing in Montreal. 

"We were pleased with the 
outcome," Roberts said. "All 
contracts will be honored. 
That doesn’t preclude an in¬ 
dependent arbitrator settling 


some contractual arrange¬ 
ments. but the players are 
protected." 

Roberts said the deal covers 
this year and ncxl in the 
event an expansion does not 
occur this year. 

"Numerous players will be 
forced out of work because of 
expansion, but. then again, 
several teams will fold with¬ 
out it and the players would 


be out of work anyway." Rob¬ 
erts added. 

The NHL governors, meet¬ 
ing today in Chicago, will dis¬ 
cuss the WHA merger proi>os- 
al. 

The Globe and Mail, mean¬ 
while. says the six WHA 
teams that can afford the 
S3.115 million jump to the NHL 
Cincinnati, New England, 
Quebec. Edmonton- Winnipeg 


and Houston have agreed 
to pay off player contracts to¬ 
talling in excess of $5 million 
I r o m Indianujjoffc. Bir¬ 
mingham. San Diego and Cal¬ 
gary, WHA clubs unable to 
raise the NHL fee. 

In addition, the newspaper 
says WHA clubs considering 
merger have agreed to pay 
their left-out partners to fold. 
The payments will range from 


$500,000 to SI million, depend¬ 
ing on the circumstances of 
each club. 

Meanwhile. Harry Howell, 

acting general manager of the 
National Hockey League 
Cleveland Barons, said Tues¬ 
day he believes there will be 
a merger this week between 
the NHL and the World Hock¬ 
ey Association. 


"I would say right now that 
there is a possibility of a 
merger as early as this 
week," Howell said. "At first 
I thought there would be ho 
way, because of the problems 
and technicalities involved, 
but I understand a package 
has been put together." 

Howell said the package 
would admit six WHA teams 


to the current 18-team NHL. 
and there then would be re¬ 
alignment of the 24 teams 
geographically. 

The NHL is scheduled to 
begin three days of meetings 
today in Chicago, with the 
naming of John Ziegler t<> 
succeed Clarence Campbell 
as president the first item of 
business by the board of gov¬ 
ernors.

Victoria fastball fans will be 
seeing Stratford Raybestos 
Cardinals for the first time 
when the U.S. champions play 
Victoria Bates this weekend. 

But one face In the lineup 
will be familiar to Bates and 
to Victorians. 

Carl Walker is the first ba- 
seman for the Cardinals who 
meet the Canadian champions 
in a four-game series with 
doubleheaders starting at 7 
p.m. Saturday and 1 p.m. 
Sunday at Royal Athletic 
Park. 

The big power-hitter played 
for a Detroit team last year 
but he was picked up by the 
U.S. champion Reading P.A.. 
for the world championships 
at Lower Hutt, N.Z., and join¬ 
ed Reading when the team 
played a four-game series 
against Bates in Victoria last 
June. 

Walker played a big part in 
creating a deadlock for the 
world title between Reading. 
Bates and ’New Zealand. Bad 
weather halted play following 
the first two games of a four- 
team playoff and a committee 
ruled the three teams co¬ 
champions. But Bates had 
topped the round-robin elimi¬ 
nation with an 11-1 record and 
probably would have been de- 
'clared winners if they hadn’t 
lost to Reading in the playoff 
game. 

Walker struck the big blow 
in the game, hitting a 252-fool 
home run in the sixth inning 
to back the two-hit pitching of 


Ty Stofflet and giving Read¬ 
ing a 1-0 victory. 

The 38-year-old Detroit na¬ 
tive also helped Reading win 
the series, which was billed 
as the unofficial world cham¬ 
pionship, with Bates. Reading 
won the opening games. 2-1 
and 4-3, dropped a 5-1 decision 
in the third game but re¬ 
bounded for a 4-1 win in the 
final. 

Walker, who flew out on his 
own from Detroit to join 
Reading for last year’s series, 
is excited about returning to 
Victoria.

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Paula Poison is an attractive redhead with an objective 

She would like everyone to at least have the opportunity 
to fish and become aware of the environment around them. 
“I enjoy a trip without even getting a bite. There is so much 
to enjoy,” she says. 

Paula, mother of four daughters and a son. three of 
whom like to fish, is aggressive and is doing something about 
her objective. 

Since she came to Canada eight years ago from Hull. 
England, she has Organised four Golden Rods and Reels fish¬ 
ing cluto for senior citizens. 1>0 years old and up: on the 
mainland and now she is busy organizing one in Victoria. 

Organizational meeting will be 9 a.m. June 28 at the 
Silver Threads, 4 Centennial Square. Victoria, and she hopes 
to get at least 200 oldsters out to get in on the fun. 

Programs will Include two lishing trips a month, weekly 
fishin g instr uctions on mooching, trolling, fly casting theory 
and practical instruction, boat handling, water safety, life 
saving, survival, conservation, rod and lure making, fly 
tying, spin casting and fishing techniques. 

Paula will do some of the instructing herself, but will be 
assisted by conservation officers, federal fisheries officers, 
fish and wildlife branch experts and others. 

And in case you wonder how Paula qualifies as an in¬ 
structor, it should be noted that she caught a 62-pound 
chinook at Ocean Falls, won the Burnaby Fish and Game 
Club trophy two years ago with a 22-pound coho taken on 
bucktail fly, and has even developed her own "chicken fly” 
pattern which has become a big trout taker. 

She comes by her fishing interest honestly. Her father. 
Alf Robinson, organized the Hull Veterans' Anglers in Hull 
some years ago. It was the first known senior citizens’ fishing 
club in the world. 

Paula learned her fishing from him as a youngster — for 
bream, rodch and perch, and later sea trout in Scotland. 

In Canada, she has fished nearly all of our fish, except 

steelhead. which she will tackle next winter. 

Paula isn’t a senior citizen. No where near. She looks 
closer to 30. "But, I relate easily to senior citizens," she 
explains. 

Her Golden Rods and Reels clubs have become a full¬ 
time involvement for her and organization of the Victoria 
Club comes under Canada Works Project grant to provide 
payment for a staff of five, which works out of office 26, 483 
Burnside Road, telephone 383-1821. 

Her assistant co-ordinator is Kenzie Macartney, a social 
worker who comes originally from Ontario, and has done a lot 
of bopting and fishing. Other staff members include Rafael 
Ricci, who specializes in environmental protection, John Rid- 
dock and clerk Louise Yaroschuk. # 

★ ★ ★ 

Her idea to start Golden Rods and Reels clubs in British 
Columbia came when, on one of her trips home to Hull, her 
dad gave her a fishing rod and asked her to present it to a se¬ 
nior citizens’ fishing club. 

She couldn't find one in .’ritish Columbia, so she enthusi¬ 
astically set about organizing one. 

Burnaby Parks and Recreation Council helped her and 
t!ie first one wos arganized in Burnaby. Eighty-five senior 
citizens turned up to the first meeting and all ioined up. The 
Hub now has 200 members. Her father came from England to 
attend the first meeting. Next club was on the North Shore 
and was organized with the help of a LIP grant. It now has 
100 members. 

Other olubs have been started in Surrey and Richmond- 
Delta. 

Once the clubs are organized and operating they are ad¬ 
ministered by the senior citizens themselves, but Paula is 
available for advice. * 

"Fifty per cent of the members are women and there is a 
90 per cent turnout for each meeting,” says Paula proudly. 

Meetings are held in the mornings and outings take place 
during the week when the outdoors isn’t crowded. 

Membership fee is $5. which includes membership into 
the sponsoring B.C. Wildlife Federation. The Vancouver Is¬ 
land zone of the BCWF will sponsor the new Victoria club. 

On the mainland there is now an active membership of 
690 in The Golden* Rods and Reels, including 20 blind 
members. Oldest club member is 93-vear-old Fred Menzies of 
North Vancouver who is exclusively a fly fisherman. 

Every year the clubs take a couple of week-long outings, 
which cost around S50 each for transportation, accommo¬ 
dation and boats, with meals extra. 

The Victoria group is already booked for a Sept. 19. 20, 
21. and 22 outing at Jim Boulding’s Strathcona Park Lodge 
outdoor education centre on Buttle-Upper Campbell Lake.

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Pre-trial discovery study to start soon 



VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Vancouver will embark on a 
two-year experiment July 4 to 
speed up criminal court cases 
and cut the cost of legal aid. 

The experiment, announ¬ 
ced in a joint statement May 
27 by B.C. Attorney-General 
Garde Gardom and federal 
Justice Minister Ron Basford, 
was unveiled iri detail at a 


meeting of the B.C. Branch of,, 


the Canadian Bar Association. 

Gardom and Basford said 
the experiment could reduce 
the need for lengthy prelimi¬ 
nary hearings which cost up 
to $10,000 a day and can last 
as long as a year. 

Both governments will 
share the cost of the experi¬ 
ment, expected to reach 
$200,000 in the first year of 
operation. 


The new system, called pre¬ 
trial discovery, will limit trial 
hearings to issues where dis¬ 
agreement exists. Both prose¬ 
cution and defence will decide 
what is not necessary to 
prove in court. 

Janet Prowse, one of two 
prosecutors responsible for 
running the project* said simi¬ 
lar projects had been success¬ 
ful in cutting costs in Ottawa 


and Montreal, but had been a 
failure in Edmonton. 

She said the Edmonton fail¬ 
ure was due to exceptional 
circumstances. 

“Edmonton already had an 
informal system of pre-trial 
discovery and counsel (de¬ 
fence lawyers v simply ignored 
the mw, more structured 
method and went back to the 
old," she said. 


She said an other participa¬ 
ting city. Winnipeg, started 
its project only this month. 

Prcnvse said the system 
isn’t really new for Vancouver 
either, as such agreements 
between defence and crown 
lawyers were understood to 
be preferred by judges. But 
short-staffing in the prosecu¬ 
tor's offices resulted in a 
breakdown of that under¬ 
standing, she.said. 


A full stall in the prosecu¬ 
tion office is anticipated by 
early fall. Hie system also 
calls for the hiring of two 
special prosecutors to co-ord¬ 
inate pre-trial discovery. One 
will handle provincial courts, 
the other, federal. 

To encourage co-operation 
of defence lawyers, she said, 
“compensation is planned, 
probably at an hourly rate."

Beware winter 
—suicide study 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 

Most suicides among women 
occur in winter, but men are 
more likely to kill themselves 
in spring, according to a 
study in public Health Re- 
jKirts, official journal of the 
U.S. Public Health Services. 

The study, by Friedrich 
wen/, of the University of 
South Carol ina-Spartanburg 
sociology department showed 
whites commit suicide most, 
trequently in spring and non¬ 
whites in winter. 

People under age 45 commit 
suicide most often in summer, 
also the worst season for mar¬ 
ried persons, tne study said. 

Blue-collar workers commit 
suicides moftly in winter and 
white-collar workers in 
spring. 

But Wen/, like sociologists 
betore him who have tried to 
relate suicides to the weather, 
concluded that “the subject 
lemains moot." A consistent 


relationship has not been es¬ 
tablished. 

He suggested further study 
on “the possible seasonal ef¬ 
fect on suicidal behavior,” 
concentrating on the effect of 
seasons on depression and the 
relationship of holidays and 
ceremonial occasions, includ¬ 
ing birthdays, to suicide. 

Wenz studied reports of 637 
deaths bv suicide from 1965 
through 1974 in Flint. Mich., 
as recorded in police files and 
death certiticates. In some 
respects he confirmed earlier 
findings. 

By season, most of the sui¬ 
cides and attempted suicides 
in Flint occurred in winter, 
the fewest suicides in autumn 
and the fewest attempts in 
summer and autumn. 

“The data — contradict the 
popular reference to No¬ 
vember as 'hang month’," 
Wenz said.

LONDON (CP) — Cultured 
pearl necklaces are making a 
comeback, say British jewel¬ 
ry manufacturers and crafts¬ 
men whose work was seen at 
a recent exhibition of fine 
jewelry and silver here.

Childless couple under pressure 

Sterilization creates guilt 


TORONTO (CP) — People 
considering sterilization to 
avoid having children often 
come up against discrimi¬ 
nation, guilt feelings and fear, 
a counsellor in the field say*. 

Lauri Robertson, 25, who 
began her own counselling 
service after working as a so¬ 
cial worker in a prison and a 
group home for teen-age boy’s, 
said in an interview. “Initially 
people don’t feel guilty about 
not having children, but later 
they are made to feel guilty.” 

Parents, relatives, friends, 
and even strangers and work 
associates all put pressure on 
childless couples, Mrs. Ro¬ 
bertson said. 

“Married men find if they 
go to work in some corpora¬ 
tions and don’t have kids, 
they are considered flighty, 
irresponsible or unreliable— 
that they could leave on a 
week’s notice—so they some¬ 
times feel they don’t get the 
promotions they otherwise 
would. 

“And with women, a lot of 
people feel there is a mater¬ 
nal instinct to have children, 
and if you haven’t that in¬ 
stinct, there’s something 
wrong with you. 

"Even if you have a child, 
people start saying two or 
three years later, ‘Oh, you’re 
not just going to have one 


child, are you?’ and then start 
telling you how lonely and 
spoiled he’ll be.” 

Mrs. Robertson said she has 
learned through her associa¬ 
tion with Planned Parenthood 
and the Central Abortion Re¬ 
ferral and Education Service 
that many people can’t cope 
with the outside pressures and 
that some women have three 
or four abortions because they 
want to be childless but are 
afraid of sterilization. 

“People are afraid that 
sterilization is going to hurt, 
but it doesn't particularly. 
.And they’re afraid they’re 
going to be half a person, or 
that if their spouse dies, the 
sterilization may affect a pos¬ 
sible remarriage.” 

She said she has never had 
to deal with anyone who re¬ 
gretted the move. 

"What a lot of people don’t 
realize is that sterilization is 
not a final decision. If you 
change your mind in 10 years, 
you can always adopt, or be a 
brownie or scout leader, or a 
Big Brother or Sister. 

“There are lots of children 
around who need love, and 
you really can love somebody 
else’s kids. But if you have a 
child and then decide in 10 
years that you really don’t 
want him, there’s nothing you 
can do about it.” 


So far, people who don't 
want children have tended to 
be white, middle-class, young, 
well-educated, and the oldest 
child in their family. 

Some feel it Is unfair to 
bring children into being 
when the environment and 
world situation make the fu¬ 
ture so uncertain. Others are 
professionals who deal with 
children in their work and 
Teel they couldn’t cope on a 
24-hour-a-day basis. 

Mrs. Robinson said another 
reason, which peddle do not 
consciously count, is that they 
have extremely high "stan¬ 
dards for parents and they 
are not sure if they will mea¬ 
sure up. 

‘"Hiey see other people’s 
mistakes around them every 
day, and they don’t want the 
same thing to happen to 
them.” 

Mrs. Robinson has noticed 
an increase in the number of 
couples who are strongly split 
in their desire to have chil¬ 
dren. Some end up in divorce. 

“There are more women 
than men who don’t want chil¬ 
dren. The women care more 
because they’re going to get 
stuck with so much more of 
the work.” 

Mrs. Robinson said she also 


plans to counsel those who do 
not want children, but may 
not want to take the step t<^ 
wards sterilization. 

“I don’t tell people not to 
have children. My function is 
to tell them, ‘Don't do any¬ 
thing until you’re sure it's 
right for you.' 

“You wouldn’t believe some 
• of the absurd reasons people 
have given me for having 
children. 

"They want little carbon 
copies of themselves running 
around, their parents are of¬ 
fering them money to have 
children, their friends are 


doing it and they feel left out, 
their jobs are boring and they 
want an excuse to quit—I 
hear that a lot— and the 
sickest reason of all, to hold 
the marriage together. And 
then there are a lot of people 
who have kids to prove that 
they are adults."

‘Fathers are the losers’ 
in custody of children 


TORONTO (CP) — There 
are 100,000 fathers in Canada 
who are heads of single¬ 
parent families. And although 
more fathers are successful in 
getting court approval for 
custody of their children, the 
odds are still against the fa¬ 
ther in a custody battle, says 
Stephen Barnes, 30, president 
of the Single Fathers’ Society. 

“Fathers are a bunch of 
losers as far as custody is 
concerned,” he said in a re¬ 
cent interview. “Of our 500 
members only about five per 
cent have oustody. More than 
90 per cent of oustody awards 
are still to the mother.” 

Dr. Benjamin Sohleslinger, 
a professor at the University 
of Toronto’s school of social 
work, says fathers raising 
children alone are one in five 
of Canada’s 500,000 single 
parents. 

Difficulties are not over 
once custody has been won. 

Brian Donechy, a single 
parent since 1974 when he and 
his wife divorced, says he 
must keep to a tight schedule 
to maintain both his full-time 
jobs as a resin operator and 
parent. He takes his two 
daughters Myma, 8, and 


Marion. 5, to a day-care 
centre every morning and his 
day does not end with their 
return in the afternoon. 

“Parenthood Is time con¬ 
suming,” he said. "You have 
to cook, bottle wash, clean the 
kids, clean the apartment.” 

He does not regret having 
his children with him. “I 
think the secret is to enjoy the 
little things. We’re going to 
make it.” 

Lyndon Paradis saw 18 
judges before finally getting 
custody of his two sets of 
twins, Lyndon and Lindsay, 
13, and Dale and Dell, 8. 

“If they paid me $30,000 a 
year, I wouldn’t take a job as 
a housewife,” Paradis, a 
warehouse supervisor, said. 
“It’s a thankless, endless 
job.” 

Ed Bray took responsibility 
for his two children after he 
and his wife separated in 
March, 1975. He said he 
thinks the emotional strain of 
the separation and sudden 
role of sole parent cost him 
his job as a building operator. 

He was disqualified from 
receiving unemployment in¬ 
surance payments after get¬ 
ting cheques for six weeks.

Sheer panic is present in 
the lives of more than four 
million phobics in Britain 
alone. In a new book, Phobias 
and Obsessions, Joy Melville 
provides an astonishing list of 
■seemingly ordinary situations 
that can strike terror into the 
hearts of men and women, in 
many cases crippling their 
lives. 

Broadly, phobias fall into 
three categories: fear o( a 
specific object, such as cats 
or spiders; fear of a specific 
situation, suh a^a crowded 
place, a restaurant or an air- 
pland. and fear of a specific 
illness or of death itself. 

Phobias are not new. In the 
17th century, the English fxiet 
John Milton wrote of those 
who cannot escape the fear of 
death: "They live a life half 
death, a living death." 


American humorist Robert 
Benehley once confessed to 
suffering from kneebophobia, 
a fear of the knees suddenly 
bending the wrong way. Al¬ 
though this particular fear is 
not among the 241 phobias 
contained in the book, it is 
certainly no odder than some 
of the irrational terrors de¬ 
scribed by patients to doctors 
and psychiatrists. 

There is. for example, the 
fear of sacred things ihiero- 
phobia); of home surround¬ 
ings lecophobiai; of oneself 
i autophobia I; even of beards 
i pogonophohia» and making 
physical love (erotophbia). 

Sir Richard Burton, the 
18th-century English explorer 
and orientalist who translated 
the Arabian Nights, had an ir¬ 
rational dread of honey. In his 
biography, his wife said he 
could not sit in a room with 
honey and knew even if it was

kepi in a secret drawer or 
cupboard. 

But apart from a chapter on 
such bizarre fears. Miss Mel¬ 
ville concentrates mainly on 
the more common phobias 
such as heights, flying and 
agoraphobia, the fear of leav¬ 
ing the safety of the home. 

There are some 300,000 
agoraphobes in Britain, many 
completely housebound and 
unable to hold down a job. 
others reduced to shaking, 
nervous jelly when they have 
to tackle such simple tasks as 
shopping, travelling by public 
transport or crossing busy- 

streets. 

The author lets the words 
of a woman agoraphobe tell of 
the kind of panic attacks and 
their alarming symptoms, 
which make the victim fear 
he or she is having a heart at¬ 
tack or worse, going mad: 

"I remember walking up 
\ our street, the moon was shin¬ 
ing and suddenly everything 
seemed unfamiliar, as it 
would in a dream. I felt total¬ 
ly unreal. ... I almost 
stopped two people to ask 1 
they could see me was I re¬ 
ally there? 


"1 was sweating, trembling, 
my heart was pounding and 
my legs felt like jelly. I felt I 
could go no further, as if an¬ 
other step would take me over 
into some dark pit.” 

"I was sure I was going to 
die. I was certainly very close 
to fainting and the panic was 
uncontrollable " 

Following this attack, the 
woman was unable to leave 
her home alone. 

There is a general lack of 
understanding about phobias 
by' many doctors and also by 
friends and relatives of pho¬ 
bics. the author writes. 
Friends react to phobias with 
amusement or frank disbelief 
and relatives, who see mfbre 
of the effects, are puzzlled and 
irritated. 

A marriage in particular 
can be put under great strain, 
especially in the case of 
agoraphobia, when one 
partner’s fear of going out 
can jeopardize the whole rela¬ 
tionship. 

The causes of phobias differ 
but they often follow a shock, 
such as the death of a close 
relative, an operation, illness 
or change o liestyle — like 


getting married or having a 
baby. 

Fears of a specific object 
are often related to an earlier 
frightening incident. For ex¬ 
ample, a child, already ner¬ 
vous about dogs may be bit¬ 
ten by one, causing the fear to 
develop into a phobia. 

Fears of a definite situation 
can also relate to a frighten¬ 
ing incident. A fear of being 
in an elevator may be due to 
having been trapped in one. 
or having been locked in a 
room. 

But social phobics, with 
their ear o social situations, 
and agoraphobics, with their 
dread of going out ihto the 


street, have more complex 
reasons, connected with artxi- 
ety, for their phobias. 

Miss Melville lists the main 
techniques used to treat these 
illnesses. They include: 

Desensitization: the patient 
is relaxed and then, over a 
series of sessions with a psy¬ 
chiatrist or psychologist, is 
asked to imagine what he 
fears in an ever-increasing 
gradient. 

Flooding, the patient is con¬ 
fronted with the phobic ob¬ 
ject. without escape, until he 
becomes used to it. 

Group therapy: patients 
talk out their fears and prob¬ 
lems. 

Miss Melville ends on a 
sombre note. The number of 
phobics is apparently growing 
because as phobias are more 
widely discussed more people 
admit to suffering from them., 
and also because general liv¬ 
ing stress is on the increase.

Rabbit farming 
jumps in Alberta 


EDMONTON (CP) — A pro¬ 
lific new venture has Jumped 
onto the Alberta agriculture 
scene — rabbit farming. 

The provincial agriculture 
department says there is a 
ready market for meai- 
type rabbits in Alberta mainly 
due to increased demand dur¬ 
ing the last year. 

“Several hotels and large 
restaurants in the Edmonton 
and Calgary regions have in¬ 
dicated that they would like to 
add rabbit to their menus if 
they could be sure of getting a 
steady supply,” said Cameron 
Ross, project coordinator in 
the department’s agricultural 
processing branch. 

Rabbit - raisers can get 
about 55 cents a pound live 
for fryer rabbits and around 
45 cents for roasters, or ma¬ 
ture rabbits. The fryers retail 
for up to 52.79 a pound in 
supermarkets and the 
roasters for slightly less, de¬ 
pending on the retailer. 

Ross said raising rabbits is 
a suitable hobby for people 
liring on small acreages since 
the animals are clean and 
easily cared for and need only 
* small amount of space. 

“If managed properly, they 
can be a profitable hobby.” 

Two government-inspected 
poultry processing plants in 
.\iberta process about 15,000 
rabbits annually. 

The plant in southern Alber¬ 
ta has been so short of rabbits 
that it has had to get them 


from Montana. To rectify the 
situation, the Alberta Associa¬ 
tion of Commercial Rabbit 
Producers was formed last 
March with about 60 
members. 

“Too many Canadian house¬ 
wives think of the rabbit as 
the Easter bunny or as a pet, 
but not as meat.” said Denis 
Saffran of Ardrossan, provi¬ 
sional president of the 
AACRP. 

The association was formed 
to educate the public in the 
metiiods of rabbit - raising. 
With more producers, meat 
stores and restaurants oould 
be assured of a steady supply 
of rabbit meat, so could offer 
it on o regular basis. 

“Rabbit is higher In protein 
than beef and lower in choles¬ 
terol,” said Saffran. The Uni- 
ed Stated agriculture depart¬ 
ment says it also has more 
protein and fewer calories 
than chicken, turkey, veal, 
lamb and pork. 

Albertans arp also raising 
rabbits for lab research pur¬ 
poses and some are producing 
prized Angora wool from An¬ 
gora rabbits. 

Saffran said most* are rais¬ 
ing the animals on acreages, 
lxit some farmers are trying 
their hand at the business as 
well. 

"Some are pig farmers . . . 
and even cattle producers. 
One fellow told me he might 
as well lose money on rabbits 
as on cattle.” . 


said: ‘I don't know whether to 
eat it. drink it or get down 
and pra^ in front of it.’” 

Simm entered the restau¬ 
rant business by a circuitous 
route. 

He had resigned as superin¬ 
tendent of education for the 
Indian affairs department in a 
Manitoba district on the ad¬ 
vice of his doctor when the 
travelling grew to be too 
much for him. The doctor 
suggested that he do some¬ 
thing with his hands. 

“So I worked* in a sen ice 
station and as a janitor, just 
so I could feel healthy again.” 

One of his neighbors had 
flambe equipment in his base¬ 
ment. Simm watched him 
operate and learned about 100 
methods of flambe. 

He first put his knowledge 
to use in a Winnipeg hotel in 
1967 and moved to Moncton 
four years later. 

“As a flambe artist, you 
can get a job almost any¬ 
where, but I wouldn’t dream 
of going anywhere else,” he 
said. 

In addition to using his 
skills in the restaurant. Simm 
teaches them to students 
throughout the Maritimes. ad¬ 
vising them to develop their 
own style and recipes. 

And he follows his own ad¬ 
vice. 

Working in a restaurant 
serving Gfeek and Italian 
foods, he was asked by the 
owners to develop Greek and 
Italian flaming coffee. 

“Finally, I hit upon the 
right ingredients one day 
w-hile I was shaving,” he said. 

Flaming a beverage is 
more than providing impres¬ 
sive fireworks. 

“Flaming starts a molecu¬ 
lar action which causes the 
liquor and liqueurs of dif¬ 
ferent densities to blend 
feetly. A properly flamed 
drink doesn't have to be 
stirred.”

Garden Notes 


One jdb that needs doing 
around this tame of the year 
is to earth up the maincrop 
potatoes, and it might be and 
an idea if we were to take 
time out to examine this time- 
honored practice to see just 
why it is necessary to go 
down the rows with a draw 
hoe, pulling dirt up around 
the stems. 

In the first place, the 
operation pives some extra 
support to the *top growth. I 
have been sounding off in this 
column at every opportunity 
about the importance of the 
leaves on any plant how 
they manufacture, with the 
help of the sun, the essential 
nutrients which are pumped 
down to swell the roots and 
tubers below ground, obvious¬ 
ly, the potato leaves—the 
food factories—can’t do their 
stuff if they are permitted to 
flop about and draggle on the 
ground, hence the need for 
this support to help keep the 
stems upright and the all- 
important leaves in the clear. 

Another benefit that ac¬ 
crues from earthing up the 
spuds is the fact that the 
lower portions of the stems, 


now covered with rich 
topsoil, are encouraged to put 
forth more roots and more 
tuber-bearing stolons. Tomato 
plants, too, will sprout more 
roots from further up the 
stem if covered with moist 
earth, and some of the lilies 
will develop, tremendously ac¬ 
tive stem roots if woodsy soil 
is mounded up around their 
base. 

Potato plants will usually 
produce their new potatoes at 
a somewhat higher level 
than the planting depth of the 
seed tuners; in fact, if the 
plants are not earthed up, 
quite a substantial proportion 
of the new crop will appear 
right at the surface. 

This isn’t good, for if .light 
is permitted to fall upon a po¬ 
tato, its skin will turn green, 
and this green skin ts poison¬ 
ous. humans are seldom poi¬ 
soned from this source, for we 
peel green spuds before we 
cook them, but cattle have 
been killed through munch¬ 
ing on greened potatoes. 
Fairly deep peeling is usually 
necessary to get rid of all the 
green, hence a lot of potato 


Hjcsh is wasted when the 
plants are not hilled up. 

A fourth reason for earthing 
up is to prevent the ravages 
of potato blight from reaching 
your tubers. In spate of rou¬ 
tine spraying or dusting with 
Bordeaux mixture or potato 
dust, your plants may become 
infected with tills incurable 
disease — the fungus disease 
which caused the Great Fam¬ 
ine of 1845 in Ireland, in which 
250,000 men. women and chil¬ 
dren starved to death. 

If blight should get a foot¬ 
hold in your potato plants 
fairly late in the season. yoi% 
still have a chance of harvest¬ 
ing a reasonable crop. Howev¬ 
er. if the disease spores fall 
from the infected leaves and 
are permitted to wash down 
through the soil to the tubers, 
your new spuds will rot in 
storage. An extra layer of 
soil provides a substantial de¬ 
gree of protection from this 
hazard. 

Before getting out the draw 
hoe and starting the job of 
earthing up. It is a good idea 
to break up the soil between 
the row's first with a digging 
fork, and to scatter a little 


general fertilizer along the 
rows, to be covered with soil 
during the earthing up 
process. One cupful of &-10-5 
or 6-8-6 fertilizer per square 
yard would be about correct.

WASHINGTON - The dif¬ 
ference betw een how the Sovi¬ 
et Union and the United 
States treat human rights is 
the big stumbling block in the 
interpretation oi the Helsinki 
Accords. 

Both countries believe in 
human rights, but there is a 
difference in their approach. 

First, the Soviet Union: “On 
behalf of the Soviet writers 
seeking freedom to express 
their views. I present this pe¬ 
tition protesting that our 
rights as citizens have been 
violated and we urge the men 
in power to oliey the laws as 
written in the Soviet Constitu¬ 
tion.” 

A Soviet official respond?: 
“Anyone who would sign this 
petition must be crazy, and 
therefore I am recommending 
that everyone whose name ap¬ 
peal's on this list be sent to a 
mental hospital for a psychia¬ 
tric examination." 

Now. the United States: 
“On behalf of the writer in 
the United States we protest 
the use of nuclear weapons 
and the waste of money on 
larger and more expensive 
military hardware, when so 
many of our country's needs 
for health and welfare are 
being ignored. 

The U.S. official responds: 
“Thank you very much. I will 
call it to the attention of the 
president. But it is my per¬ 
sonal opinion that you would 


probably have a larger im¬ 
pact if you printed your peti¬ 
tion as a paid advertisement 
in The Washington Post or 
The New York Times where 
Congressional sources will see 
it.” 

The Soviet Union: “As a 
leader of the Soviet Scientists 
for Honest Research, I can no 
longer kfeep quiet on the 
country’s bureaucratic efforts 
to squelch any discovery that 
might conflict with Commu¬ 
nist Party ideology.’* 

A Soviet official responds: 
“Then we must consider you 
a traitor to the country, and. 
you will be tried under Article 
X of the Criminal Code, which 
could mean 10 years’ impris¬ 
onment and 20 years in exile. 
You are a disgrace to the 
ideals of socialism . u 

The United States: “As an 
American scientist I am 
shocked at the failure of the 
government to observe and 
carry’ out the law in regards 
to clean air and water pollu¬ 
tion. I intend to alert the pub¬ 
lic to the Administration's 
blatant disregard for the 
health of the American peo¬ 
ple." 

A telephone call from a U.S. 
publisher: “Dr. Blatchley, vve 
understand you’re willing to 
blow the whistle on the Carter 
Administration for its reluc¬ 
tance to get tough over the 
environment. We’d be very in¬ 


terested in publishing a book 
on the subject in the Ralph 
Nader tradition. Would you 
consider a $25,000 advance 
and $25,000 on publication of 
what we hope will be our 
Book-Of-The-Month Club selec¬ 
tion for Christmas?” 

The Soviet Union: ”My 
friend Boris has been arrested 
for talking to a Western jour¬ 
nalist, and he is being held 
without charges. I wish to 
know where you are holding 
him and what you intend to do 
with him?”

But before you go, 
David Frost would like to 
know if you would be willing; 
to tell your story on television 
for $600,000 plus 10 per cent of 
the profits.”

I had never seen him, but 

I have known of authors If 
similar circumstances who do 
the same thing — Ross 
Lqckridge. among others 
— and it was just as puzzling 
to the people around them. 
•But that may be because the 
people around them don’t 
understand the different 
meanings of success. 

Success is not a univocal 
word, though it seems so to 
us: it does not mean one 
thing, and one thing only. It is 
notable, in fact, that Shake¬ 
speare uses the phrase had 


success, which sounds odd to 
our ears. We look upon suc¬ 
cess as something good by- 
definition — but earlier usage 
distinguished between the 
kind of success that is good 
for us. and the kind that 
more nearly resembles fail¬ 
ure. 

The kind that is good for us 
is creative and productive — 
and internally nourishing. It 
helps us grow, both in our 
professional skills and our 
personal relationships. It 
lifts us from one plateau 
to a higher. * summoning 
more of our gifts and deep¬ 
ening and strengthening the 
the only kind worth having, or 
keeping. 

The second — and far more 
common sort of success in our 
commercialized society — is 


bad for us. It does not help us 
grow, but keeps us as we 
were, frozen in the posture 
that brought initial populari¬ 
ty. It may make uS famous 
and give us prestige, but at 
the same time It cuts us of 
from our roots and alienates 
us from our friends. 

It replaces personal' rela¬ 
tionships with pecuniary ones 
— with managers, agents, 
lawyers, promoters, syco¬ 
phants and assorted hangers- 
on. It turns the person into a 
product, a package, a symbol. 
He becomes literally the slave 
of his success, and like the 
Red Queen in Alice has to 
keep running as fast as he 
can just to stay in the same 
place. 

Obviously, this was the kind 
of bad success granted to the 


young TV performer. Too 
much money, too fast. Too 
much exploitation of his tal¬ 
ent, and too little husbanding 
of his inner resources. Noth¬ 
ing to grow on, for everything 
around him was parasitical. 
No one really to talk to, ex¬ 
cept perhapa a paid psychia¬ 
trist, who can only short up 
the damaged sea-wall of the 
psyche, but not restore It. 

Never, In any eoclety In any 
time, have so many celebrat¬ 
ed and gifted persons as 
Ernest Hemingway and Mari¬ 
lyn Monroe and dozens of 
others killed themselves at 
the height of their success. It 
should at least make us pause 
wid wonder if the Shake¬ 
spearean use of the word 
wasn’t far more precise and 
perceptive than our careless 
label.

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Ottawa turns to provinces in plea for unity 


OTTAW A (CP* — If Canada 
la to remain united, the prov¬ 
inces must take greater initia¬ 
tives to promote language 
equality, especially by otter¬ 
ing all children schooling in 
the language of their choice, 
says a federal government 
paper tabled Tuesday in the 
Commons. 

“It is unacceptable in Cana¬ 
da that Canadian citizens 
>hould be deprived, either by 
the failure to provide facili¬ 
ties. or by force of law. of the 
right to send their children to 
the . . . school of their - 
choice." said the paper, which 
was presented by State Secre¬ 
tary John Roberts. 

The paper, ltfrgely a re-af¬ 
firmation of federal govern¬ 
ment language policy, is also 
sn assault on proposed Que¬ 
bec legislation which would 
limit enrolment in English 
schools. 

It is also a major challenge 
to the nine English-speaking 
provinces to provide more 
French schools and to im¬ 
prove other services to their 
French-speaking minorities. 

“It is incompatible with the 
unity of Canada that Canadi¬ 
an citizens should not be able, 
w hen they move from prov ¬ 
ince to province, to send their 
children to schools where they 
are taught in their own lan¬ 
guage,” says the paper. 

Quebec's proposed legisla¬ 
tion would prevent English 
Canadians from other prov¬ 
inces moving to Quebec from 
attending English schools. 

“The government believes 
that necessary, facilities 
should be provided wherever 
they do not now exist, for peo¬ 
ple moving from the province 
of Quebec to other provinces, 
and that they should continue 
to be provided tor people 
moving irom other provinces 
to the province of Quebec. 

“In both cases, there will be 
particular situations where 
this will not be feasible. But 
the principle remains.*’

The paper says French 
must be respected as the 
predominant language of Que¬ 
bec and that immigrants mov¬ 
ing to the province should 
“participate in the French- 
language community}-." 

However ; Immigrants 
should not he coerced into the 
French-language education 
system. 

Many immigrant groups in 
Quebec are opposed to the 
proposed provincial legisla¬ 
tion because it would force all 
new immigrants to attend 
French schools. 


The paper urges provincial 
governments, which exercise 
powers over education, health 
and other important sectors of 
general life, to enact changes 
showing respect for the two 
linguistic groups. 

Quebec is cited as the prov¬ 
ince that has the most notable 
history in guarding language 
rights of its minority. 

New Brunswick, which is 
the only province to grant of- 
tical status to the two lan¬ 
guages, is also praised. 

While the other province* 
are not condemned* the paper 
shows the tradition found in 


most province# is to prevent 
the cultural and linguistic life 
of minorities from blossom¬ 
ing. 

Unless this attitude was 
changed. Canada was headed 
for trouble. 

“Canada cannot continue to 
exist as a single country 
unless English and French 
are recognized and accepted 
as the official languages of 
the country.” 

Roberts told reporters the 
federal government has no in¬ 
tention of encroaching on 
areas of provincial responsi¬ 
bility. 


Buit he said “the provinces 
must accept responsibility for 
implementing official lan¬ 
guage policy in their area of 
jurisdiction.” 

The paper vvqs not intended 
as a direct response to Que¬ 
bec’s Bill 1 which would re¬ 
duce the use of English in the 
province. Roberts said. 

“But it was brought for¬ 
ward at this time because it is 
relevant to the debate in Que¬ 
bec and because vve thought 
Quebecers would want to 
know what our policy is with 
respect to this.” 

In the area of education, the 
report is aimed mainly at the 
English-speaking province*, 
he said. 

At the same time, the gov¬ 
ernment recognized the right* 
of native people and other 
ethnic groups to speak their 
own language, but no official 
status would be given to these 
other languages. 

The paper also listed sever¬ 
al principles which must 
guide the country’s language 
policies: 

• Every citizen has the 
right to speak any language. 

• English and French are 
Canada’s two official lan¬ 
guages and have equality of 
status. 

• Official language minor¬ 
ity groups have the right to 
public assistance to preserve 
their language. 

• Canadians have the 
right to communicate with the 
federal government in the lan¬ 
guage of their choice. 


• Canadians have the 
right to work for the federal 
government in either official 
language. 

The paper says changes will 
be made to existing language 


policies, especially regarding 
the public service. 

These changes will be an¬ 
nounced, probably in a few' 
months, following consultation 
with public service unions. 


Prime Minister Trudeau 
earlier hinted that these 
changes would shift the em¬ 
phasis on second-language 
training from public servants 
to children In school. 


‘Fes, Quebec tried to join’ 


LONDON (CP) — Shridath 
Ramphal, Commonwealth se¬ 
cretary-general supported 
Tuesday the contention, of 
Prime Minister Trudeau that 
Quebec had sought separate 
representation within the 
Commonwealth 

Quebec Premier Rene 
Levesque has denied the 
suggestion. 

In an interview, Ramphal 
^aid, “Mr. Trudeau got it 
about right.” 

Ramphal said the issue first 
arose several months ago 


when he was on a visit to 
Quebec and met Levesque. 

Ramphal said Levesque 
raised the possibility of some 
kind of associate mem¬ 
bership. Ramphal said he re¬ 
ferred the premier to the fed¬ 
eral government as the body 
that accredits delegations to 
such things as Commonwealth 
conferences. 

An official from the Leves¬ 
que government was in Lon¬ 
don last month and again 
raised the question. 

“A member of the Canadian 


high commission, John Noble, 
was present,” the secretary- 
general said, adding that he 
gave the same reply. 

Asked whether the question 
referred to Quebec as it exists 
within the Canadian Confeder¬ 
ation or whether it was a hy¬ 
pothetical question covering * 
Quebec separated from Cana¬ 
da. Ramphal replied: 

“He meant right now'. Oth¬ 
erwise, i should not have re¬ 
sponded.” 

During the Commonwealth 
conference here earlier this 


month, Trudeau said Ram¬ 
phal acted properly when he 
advised his questioners to talk 
to the federal government 
about getting a seat with the 
Canadian delegation on Com¬ 
monwealth bodies. 

Trudeau said at a news con¬ 
ference during the Common¬ 
wealth heads - of - government 
meetings that there already is 
provision for provincial repre¬ 
sentation on federal delega¬ 
tions to Commonwealth func¬ 
tions on such subjects as 
education.

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Bennett calms protesters of rental act changes 


Premier Bennett has ap¬ 
parently pacified a group of 
about 20 persons who protest¬ 
ed in front of the Legislature 
Tuesday proposed amend¬ 
ments to the Landlord and 
Tenant Act. 

Bennett told reporters that 
he met with members of the 
group, headed by Bruce 
Yorke of Vanoouver, and told 
them that the amendments in¬ 
cluded the previously - an¬ 
nounced reduction of the al¬ 
lowable rent increase ceiling. 

Yprke had complained that 
tenants had had no input into 
the amendments, yet to be in¬ 
troduced in the Legislature. 

He said he was particularly 
iipset about a recent state¬ 
ment by Consumer Affairs 
Minister Rafe Mair that the 
amendments were designed to 
tilt the law more in favor of 
the landlord. 


Bennett said, that when it 
was pointed out that the 
amendments contained the 
lower rent increase ceiling, 
the group quickly abandoned 
its request to delay the 
amendments until next ses¬ 
sion. 

□ 

More than half of B.C.’s en¬ 
ergy is provided by petroleum 
or related sources, B.C. 
Hydro chairman Robert Bon¬ 
ner told the provincial public 
accounts committee Tuesday. 

There will be a shortage of 
petroleum in the province 
next year, he said, and the 
net deficit for Canada would 
reach a million barrels a day 
by 1985. 

Bonner told the committee 
an alternative energy source 
could be coal but he added 
that “technology is not fully 


in place to transfer to coal 
energy.” 

Bonner said only 19 per cent 
of provincial energy comes 
from generated electricity 
while 52 per oent is obtained 
from petroleum and 6.7 per 
cent from industrial waste. 

Bonner also reiterated that 
neither Hydro nor the govern¬ 
ment was now looking at nu¬ 
clear energy, but the govern¬ 
ment would have to consider 
nuclear plants unless other 
sources of energy could be 
found by 1987. 

□ 

Dennis Cocke (NDP-New 
Westminster* charged Tues¬ 
day that the provincial gov¬ 
ernment was displaying gross 
incompetence regarding a 
new 300-bed extended care 
hospital at the University of 
British Columbia. 

He claimed the hospital was 
completed In January, re¬ 
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mained empty today, and 
would not be officially opened 
until July 15 because of a 
cost-sharing dispute between 
the health ministry and the 
education ministry. 

A health ministry spokes¬ 
man said construction of the 
hospital was completed at the 
end of May, not in January. 
Since completion, delayed by 
several months by the con¬ 
struction strikes of 1976. fur¬ 
nishing has been taking place. 

Official opening day. the 
spokesman said, was set for 
July 12, not July 15. The 
spokesman also said cost¬ 


sharing has already been 
agreed to between the univer¬ 
sity and the health ministry, 
not the education ministry. 

In a written press release. 
Cocke demanded immediate 
action to "correct this situa¬ 
tion . . . and the government 
must see to it that future 
planning for health care pre¬ 
clude this sort of scandalous 
bungling ... at the expense of 
the taxpayer and patients.”

The Legislature has given 
unanimous support for the ap¬ 
pointment of Erma Morrison 
as auditor-general. Her ap¬ 


pointment is tor six years at a 
starting salary of 552,000.

Jocelyn Gifford, chairman 


of the association's Family 
Court Committee, said Tues¬ 
day that 300 more staff 
members had been assigned 
to juvenile and adult jails and 
correction systems recently 
“but there are no increases in 
family court staff and no 
signs of expansion of the uni¬ 
fied family court to the re*t of 
British Columbia.”

A dozen mobile dentists will 
be hitting the road in B.C. 
shortly to take first-class den¬ 
tal care to remote parts of the 
province. 

Each dentist will be in 
charge of a one or two chair 


mobile clinic equipped with 
latest dental care facilities. 

The dentists, all graduates 
from dental schools and fully- 
qualified dental surgeons, 
were selected from graduate 
applicants from McGill Uni¬ 
versity, University of Oregon 
andUBC. 

The travelling dentists 
would charge patients directly 
for the services provided at fib 
per cent of the approved fees 
of the B.C. College of Dental 
Surgeons. The health ministry 
provides the vans and trailers 
and assists the dentists in lo¬ 
cating in appropriate areas of 
the province. 

The program was started in 
the late 19o0s. Last year the 
mobile teams provided dental 
services in 47 communities 
which lacked a dentist.

the employer. The temptation 
was "just too great” and the 
$512 from the furnace sale

tune.” 

McGregor was under "tre¬ 
mendous pressure” and "an 
employer can hardly expect a 
man with these obligations to 
live on this income.” 

Because of the circum¬ 
stances of the case which 
were "I hope, unique,” he 
granted McGregor an abso¬ 
lute discharge, which means 
no conviction.

Gardom hedges Quebec apology 


Making the property avail¬ 
able to the society would, 
Darling said, enable future 
construction of boardwalks as 
well as all other operations to 
be handled on the site. 

He said that since Council’s 
request last December that 
the society take an aggressive 
approach to fund-raising. 
”our efforts have been re¬ 
warding.”

Attorney-General Garde 
Gardom declined Tuesday to 
retract earlier statements 
about the philosophy of the 
government of Quebec. 

Three weeks ago Gardom 
suggested that B.C. withhold 
its equalization payments to 
Quebec until that province 
made a formal decision to re¬ 
main in Confederation or to 
separate. Since then he has 
been under sustained attack 
outside the Legislature and 
during the last two days* 
while his estimates were 
being discussed, inside the 
house. 

Alex Macdonald (NDP 
Vancouver East). Gordon 
Gibson (L—North Vancouver- 


CdpiJano) and Scott Wallace 
i.PC—Oak Bay) continued to 
badger or plead with Gardom 
to withdraw' his earlier re¬ 
marks for the salve of national 
unity. 

Gardom was not in concilia¬ 
tory mood. 

“If my remarks offended 
Mr. Levesque (Quebec Pre¬ 
mier Rene Levesque) and his 
separatists, I would like to 
say to him and I would like to 
say to them, his committed 
course of action offends this 
whole country. 

“What B.C. wants to do is 
hold the country together and 
not split it. If my remarks, 
which the opposition may 
wish to interpret as unfavor¬ 
able and offending to anyone 


else I regret that because 
that was not and never was 
my intention. 

Although Macdonald and 
Gibson continued to deplore 
Gardom’s attitude, the attor¬ 
ney-general insisted that "the 
right to determine our destiny 
is a right that each and every 
Canadian, regardless of lan¬ 
guage or region or culture, 
shares. But the destiny ol 
$very Canadian is not some¬ 
thing that' can be viewed in 
single isolation.” 

Gardom said the past 100 
years had woven all Canadi¬ 
ans inextricably together. 

On equalization payments. 
Gardom reminded the Legis¬ 
lature that they were not just 
a matter of dollars and cents 


but al^o "our affirmation as 
provinces, indeed our reaffir¬ 
mation as Canadians — that 
the nation we live in, the na¬ 
tion that we are regional 
partners in. is worth making 
a contribution towards and is 
worth working for.” 

But, said Gardom. that 
mechanism was also in the 
need of an overhaul. He said 
that, instead of equalization 
payments going to the provin¬ 
cial governments in various 
provinces, they should go. as 
Premier Bennett suggested 
months ago. "our of the politi¬ 
cal direction, out of the bu¬ 
reaucratic erosion and ... di¬ 
rectly into the hands of the 
people of the province by the 


route of negativ e income 
tax.” 

Gardom said it was In this 
context, "the context of one 
Canadian trying to address 
the issue of Confederation 
that T raise the issue of na¬ 
tional unity. I did so not to be 
uncomplimentary to a great 
region of this great land, but 
to put the question as I see it 
on the table. 

At the conclusion of his 
speech Macdonald and Gibson 
again asked Gardom to with¬ 
draw or retract. 

“If T have offended anyone 
else I’ll withdraw,” Gardom 
said. "But I say again ... if I 
have offended Mr. Levesque, 
his committed course of ac¬ 
tion offends the whole country 
and many people in Quebec.’

While some experts say parti- 
* iparts in dangerous sports 
are daredevil dummies, stu¬ 
dies in Europe and the United 
stated show, that people who 
leap from airplanes at 2,000 
leet may be mentally and 
physically healthier than 
those who are content to play 
tennia or jog around tha 
block. 

Dr. Robert McClure, former 
moderator of the United 
Church of Canada and a leg¬ 
endary risk-taker, said taking 
chances is natural and 
healthy instinct and our 
super-safe, ho-hum society” 
Is doing a good job of killing 
the idea. 

Unless people can test 
Ihsmselvcs in a risky situa- 
1 ion and find they can come 
out on top, he said, they go 
through life afraid, a frustrat¬ 
ing condition that often leads 
to trouble such as breaking 
the law. 

“Risk with a purpose” has 
been McClure's motto during 
his 75 years. 

As a surgeon, he has treat¬ 
ed lepers in India, worked 
with reformed headhunters in 
Borneo and parachuted be¬ 
hind enemy lines in the Sec¬ 
ond World War to treat the 
wounded. 

Although the doctor’s flirta¬ 
tions with death always were 
directed towards helping 
mankind, ho said he sees a 
useful purpose in sports such 
as parachute jumping and 
mountain climbing. 

“They teach you how to han¬ 
dle emergencies.” he said. 
"Most people today don’t 
know how.” 

The Canadian Sport Para¬ 
chuting Association estimates 
that 70,000 jumps were made 
in 1076 by about 5,000 Cana¬ 
dians. Courses in rock climb¬ 
ing and scuba diving are in¬ 
creasing across the country. 

There is an increasing inter¬ 
est in hang-gliding the sport 
of soaring through the air sus¬ 
pended from a 35-pound, kite¬ 
like glider. 

Proponents of sky diving 
say the sport gives them a 
feeling that they control their 
own destiny. 

Kathy Cox, 25-year-old Ca¬ 
nadian sky-diving style cham¬ 
pion, said that flying through 
the sky brings balance to a 
world where a person must 
depend on others for his own 
wellbeing. 

“In every other area, we 
have to abdicate responsi¬ 
bility to many other people,” 
she said. ”What I like about 
sky diving is that you are in 
total control of yourself. No 
one else is going to pul\ your 
rip cord.". 

Mountaineer Bill Snider 
said he sees no danger in 
what he does. 

”T figure the riskiest thing I 
do is riding my bicycle down¬ 
town. following that is driving 
my auto.” 

Both McClure and Dr. 
George Harpur. a scuba-div¬ 
ing expert, contend that mod¬ 
em society stifles the impor¬ 
tant human urge to take a 
chance. They said risky 
snorts provide a healthy out¬ 
let for the thwarted instinct. 

”1 can sympathize with peo¬ 
ple who can’t find a cause to 
direct their energies to¬ 
wards." McOure said. 

“This is what is behind 
stealing cars, breaking regu¬ 
lations. The only risk they can 
take is doing something ille¬ 
gal.”

draughtsman actor 


Butler’s 
butler 
becomes 
a doctor 


LONDON (CP)—Gordon 
Jackson, the suave Scottish 
butler in the British TV show 
Upstairs Downstairs, had no 
wish to see himself playing a 
ship's cabin boy in a 1943 war¬ 
time movie. 


He switched off his televi¬ 
sion set when the BBC re¬ 
vived the film San Demetrio 
London, in which he was cast 
as a 13-year-old cabin boy. 


It was the start of an acting 
career in which Jackson rose 
to be the most famous butler 
in the world—the implacable 
Hudson, ruling the kitchen 
staff with a firm but kindly 
hand. 

“I don’t like seeing my old 
movies,’’ Jackson skid. 
"When I appeared in San De¬ 
metrio in 1943, I was a junior 
draftsman in Glasgow. I only 
did a wee bit of acting on the 
side. 


"I had done two documenta¬ 
ries for a London film com¬ 
pany in Glasgow. They got in 
touch with me again when 
they wanted a Scots type. 
After I made this film, my 
regular boss told me to 
choose between acting and en¬ 
gineering. 


"Being a pracrlcal Scot, I 
didn’t want to give up a 
steady job. But I chose acting 
and I don’t have any regrets. 
I have had a nice life and I’ve 
, met some smashing people.” 


Jackson has just finished 
making a film in Africa with 
Richard Harris and is starting 
work soon on a new produc¬ 
tion with Richard Burton. 


"Funny thing is, I’m a doc¬ 
tor in both films. It was easi¬ 
er handing Lord Bellamy his 
hat or serving Mrs. Bridges’ 
scones to the ladies at tea.” 

Jackson was hardly noticed 
when he appeared In a sup¬ 
porting role with Alec 
Guinness and John Mills in 
the Scottish regimental film, 
Tunes of Glory. He now is 
seen in various TV commer¬ 
cials, notably as a male shop¬ 
per let loose with a wire trol¬ 
ley in a famous supermarket. 

"This is the smoothest mar¬ 
garine I know,” coos Jackson 
from the small screen. 

He is in good company, for 
even Sir Laurence Olivier now 
appears in commercials. 

Although Jackson didn’t 
watch San Demetrio London, 
it was highly acclamied by 
today’s film critics. The 
mass-circulation Radio Times 
called it Britain’s finest ribute 
to the Merchant Navy. 

It was based on the heroic 
recovery of MV San Demetrio 
by her crfew in 1940. The 
ship, with a cargo of gasoline, 
was shelled by a German bat¬ 
tleship and caught fire in mid¬ 
ocean.

Colonialism’s 

orphans 

left in cold

LONDON (AP) — Orphans 
of colonialism’s dead empires, 
many of Europe’s immigrant 
minorities live on society’s 
fringe in urban ghettos 
spawned by loneliness, illiter¬ 
acy and poverty. 

These black and colored 
peoples are a constant re¬ 
minder of a past infatuation 
gone sour and a white man’s 
burden grown too heavy to 
bear. 

South Moluccans and Surin¬ 
amese in Holland, Harkis of 
Algeria in France, West and 
East Indians and Africans in 
Britain and Canada, Mozam¬ 
bicans and Angolans in Por¬ 
tugal — many are outsiders in 
mother countries which di- 
vorced their homelands 
through war or neglect. 

Usually their lives are a 
quiet undercurrent in the 
mainstream of their adopted 
cities. But sometimes their 
frustration explodes into vio¬ 
lence, as in the case of the 
South Moluccan sieges in Hol¬ 
land. 

Some, like the 135,000 Viet¬ 
namese and Cambodians in 
France and small numbers of 
Zairian, “Rwandese and 
Burundese citizens in Bel¬ 
gium, appear to have in¬ 
tegrated fairly well into the 
life of their country’s former 
colonial masters. 

But elsewhere, the frustra¬ 
tions of unrealized dreams 
nurtured on a one-way trip 
from the underdeveloped trop¬ 
ical colonies to the promised 
lands of industrialized plenty 
have bred widespread discon¬ 
tent and distrust. 

When ghetto streets are 


quiet, Western bureaucracies 
embroiled in economic and 
political crises tend to ignore 
the growing militancy of their 
unhappy immigrants. But in¬ 
creasingly a second genera¬ 
tion of outcasts is reaching 
maturity in these polyglot 
pockets founded by their 
parents after the Second 
World War. 

Many have never seen Ja¬ 
maica or Bali or Surinam, but 
they were raised on remini- 
sences of balmy breezes and 
fruit-laden trees and carefree 
idleness which their homesick 
parents say they left behind. 
The stories are better than 
the realities of slum life. The 
anger builds — against the 
government, against the 
whites, even against the 
elders who caution against re¬ 
volt. 

Sometimes it explodes. 

When something goes 
wrong, governments usually 
respond with a frantic effort 
to deal with the immediate 
discontent. But when the situ¬ 
ation is defused, governments 
tend to breathe a sigh of relief 
and turn their Backs again. 

Meanwhile, the yearning 
masses keep yearning. 

The Dutch are struggling to 
integrate two groups of 
former colonials — the South 
Moluccans and the Surina¬ 
mese — into a small packed 
country. But there is a hard¬ 
core group of South Moluc¬ 
cans who want independence 
for their home islands. An¬ 
gered by repeated Dutch re¬ 
fusals to support their goals, 
they have staged numerous 
acts of terror or protest in 
this decade. 


Cling to old ways 


The Dutch have tried to 
persuade the South Moluccans 
to accept life in a modem 
welfare state, but most cling 
to old ways and only about 20 
per cent have become Dutch 
citizens. 

Unlike the South Moluccans, 
who want a homeland of their 
own, the Surinamese, from 
the former colony of Dutch 
Guiana on the northeast tip of 
South America, want to stay 
in The Netherlands. 

When Surinam became in¬ 
dependent two years ago, 
Surinamese came in droves 
for richer educational and so¬ 
cial advantage, and more 
than 100,000 now live in their 
adopted country. But large 
numbers ended up on welfare. 

The French foreign 
ministry estimates more than 
135,000 Indochinese live in 
France. 

Most are French citizens 
who have integrated into 
French life. Because of reli¬ 
gious and cultural ties, inter¬ 
marriage with French settlers 
and soldiers in Indochina was 
relatively common, while 
almost nan-existent in North 
Africa. Because of this, In¬ 
dochinese have adjusted more 
easily in French society and 
never faced racial hostility 
often encountered by Arabs. 

The bitter Algerian war of 
independence left the French 
with more than 200,000 refu¬ 
gees, or "Harkis,” an Arab 
word for auxiliaries. They 
fought a losing battle to keep 
Algeria french and fled in 
1962 to escape reprisal in 
their newly independent 
homeland. 

Despite their French citi¬ 
zenship, they have failed to 
merge into French society. 
Some 1,500 have lived in 


"transit camps” in southern 
France ior the past 15 years. 
Another 6,000 live in govern¬ 
ment-sponsored iorestry proj¬ 
ects. But most exist .in ufban 
slums, blending in with the 
nearly one million Algerians 
who hold Algerian passports 
and are employed by French 
industry. 

The West Indians, the most 
militant of Britain's black mi¬ 
nority, haven’t made a major 
effort to be absorbed by En¬ 
glish society. Those who have 
jobs perform mainly me¬ 
nial tasks. Sociologists say the 
younger ones bom and raised 
in Britain are alienated from 
their parents and consider 
them whipped by the white 
system. Much of the blacks’ 
hostility is tocused on police. 

But Britain's whites feel 
threatened by the West In¬ 
dians, Pakistanis, Indians and 
Africans because they could 
drain the socialist state's 
welfare system and add to the 
country’s rising unemploy¬ 
ment rate. Unemployment 
among young blacks runs 
about 20 per cent cent, twice 
as high as it is for young 
whites. 

In Portugal, small colonies 
of Angolan, Mozambican and 
Cabindan refugees are clus¬ 
tered through tout the country 
in bad housing with few jobs 
and a bleak future. 

Zairian. Rwandese and 
Burundese citizens living in 
Belgium number no more 
than 100. 

There also are between 
1,000 and 2,000 Zairian stu¬ 
dents living temporarily in 
the country, mostly on schol¬ 
arships granted by the Belg¬ 
ian government, but there is 
no history of any major im¬ 
migration problem in Bel¬ 
gium.

tablished at Juvenile Deten¬ 
tion Home in Victoria, site of 
the lower Island centre, and 
Willingdon School in Van¬ 
couver, site of the mainland 
centre. 

Ih introducing Bill 55, the 
Corrections Amendment Act, 
Gardom refused .to use the 
word "jail.” 

"This a containment pro¬ 
gram geared to handle that 


small group of who don’t ap¬ 
pear to be helped by existing 
programs,” Gardom said. 

He said that there were 
about 90 hard-core repeaters 
in the entire ranks of juvenile 
delinquents, with possibility 
30 active at any given time. 

Willingdon would be rede¬ 
signed to handle a maximum 
of 20 repeaters while the Vic¬ 


toria centre equipped to han¬ 
dle 10. 

The minimum age tor a ju¬ 
venile to be sentenced to a 
containment centre would be 
14. Maximum sentence, which 
under the new legislation 
could be imposed directly by 
the courts, would be two 
years with a sentence review 
mandatory every three 
months. 


The commissioner of cor¬ 
rections would establish spe¬ 
cial programs which at his 
discretion might include a 
restitution or compensation 
program when damage was 
done to property; a communi¬ 
ty service program; an at¬ 
tendance program, probation 
supervision or “a containment 
program.''

containment centres at a later 
date and the new act states 
that the provincial cabinet 
"may designate part or all of 
a facility as a youth contain¬ 
ment centre.’

Gardom conceded the Leg¬ 
islation would give the cabinet 
the right to designate part of 
the Oakalla provincial jail as 


a containment centre. "But I 
can assure you that won’t 
happen," he said.

OTTAWA (CP) — An emer¬ 
gency Commons debate began 
late Tuesday with allegations 
by New Democrat Leader Ed 
Broadbent lliat RCMP head¬ 
quarters consistently covered 
up RCMP involvement in on 
illegal 1972 raid in Montreal. 

Broadbent added that there 
was clear evidence of a police 
conspiracy involving the 
RCMP. Quebec provincial and 
Montreal urban police. 

He said a federal Inquiry 
was needed to determine 


whether the cover-up is “an 
isolated inoident or part of a 
general pattern." 

"I couldn’t agree more.” 
Opposition Leader Joe Clark 
said. 

But Clark aimed his fire at 
Supply Minister Jean-Pierre 
Goyer, who was solicitor- 
general in 1972. 

"Make a charge,” an 
angry-looking Goyer demand- 

ed-ks Clark said that no mat¬

Goyer has insisted he did 
not know the RCMP were in¬ 
volved in an illegal raid, and 
had not asked. Dark said that 
made Goyer “as guilty of 
gross ministerial negligence 
as if he counselled and ap¬ 
proved” the raid. 

Goyer’s version was on the 
record and the Opposition 
said it was a serious reflec¬ 
tion on former RCMP com¬ 
missioner W. L. Higgitt and 


former RCMP security ser¬ 
vice director John Starnes, 
both retired; Goyer was say¬ 
ing in effect they had covered 
up. 

“He is accusing them of a 
very serious dereliction of 
duty.” Clark said. "They de¬ 
serve a right to reply." 

"Why was the minister not 
advised?" Clark asked. 
"Was it because he arranged 
not to be advised? Was it that 
the RCMP did not trust him 
enough to advise him?” 


If Goyer had been so cer¬ 
tain the RCMP was not in¬ 
volved in the raid, why had he 
not told this to the left-wing 
agency that complained it 
had been raided by RCMP 
and the other police forces? 

Solicitor-General Francis 
Eox said Broadbent had asked 
the sharpest questions “but I 
don't agree with the conclu¬ 
sions he has drawn.”

EDMONTON (CP) - Jack 
Ramsay, a former RCMP of¬ 
ficer. said Tuesday he be¬ 
lieved the RCMP had been in¬ 
volved in illegal activities 
such as unlawful entries.

The U.S. House of Represent¬ 
atives voted Tuesday to block 
for at least one year the Food 
and Drug Administration’s 
proposed ban on saccharin.

through Sept. 30, 1978. 

Tbe provision was attached 
to a measure carrying 321.7 
billion to fund the agriculture 
department and related agen¬ 
cies for the new fiscal year 
starting Oct. L

QUEBEC (CP) — Acquit¬ 
ting Capt. Jean-Claude Giroux 
of criminal negligence in the 
1974 deaths of six cadets 
killed by an exploding hand 
grenade, a judge said Tues¬ 
day he was a scapegoat for 
several negligent soldiers. 

Besides the dead cadets, the 
armed forces captain and 40 
other students were injured 
July 30, 1974, when a live gre¬ 
nade, mixed in with a box of 
dummy ammunition, blew up 
during Giroux’s arms safety 
class at nearby Valcartier 
military base. 

Handing down his verdict, 
Sessions Judge Anatole Corri- 
veau said that “when the tes¬ 
timony is contradictory, as in 
this case ... we cannot con¬ 
sider that he did not care 
about the danger posed by a 
live grenade to the cadets in 
his class.” 

Testimony had shown negli¬ 
gence was evident some¬ 
where, the judge said, and it 
appeared 32-year-old Giroux 
was a scapegoat. 

£iroux, who said he was 
•‘greatly relieved” by the ver¬ 
dict, has been instructing at 
the base since the time of the 
accident, except for a short 
period sj>ent recovering from 
his injuries. 

His lawyer, Ross Goodwin, 
maintained throughout the 
long trial that Giroux was just 
one of several persons who 
committed errors leading to 
the explosion. 

“Through the laziness and 
negligence” of several indi¬ 
viduals, 19 live grenades had 
been freely circulated 
throughout the base during a 
three-day-period,” Goodwin 
said. 


Soviets chide , 
U.S., France 
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Police cut-off ends 
march to Pretoria 


JOHANNESBURG (UPD — 
Police Tuesday turned back 
more than 200 black students 
who were marching on a po¬ 
lice station near Pretoria to 
demand the release of black 
leaders arrested during last 
week’s racial unrest. 

Black pollcs In riot gear 
stood by an armored Hippo 
personnel carrier with batons 
and teargas grenades at the 
ready as senior students mo¬ 
bilized children from lower 
grades to advance on the At- 
tridgeville station. 

However, the students with¬ 
drew to nearby Hofmeyr High 
School, closed the gates and 
jeered at police who soon left 
the scene without incident, po¬ 
lice said. 

The episode came six days 
after black student leaders 


c alled lor a period of mourn¬ 
ing to commemorate the 
deaths of 618 blacks during 
six months of racial rioting 
which began June 16, 1976, 
with the killings of two black 
children in the Soweto ghetto 
outside Johannesburg. 

School attendance in the 
black townships throughout 
South Africa increased Tues¬ 
day, a survey showed, but has 
not readied pre-June 16 
levels. 

Students at Soweto's Orlan¬ 
do High School continued a 
boycott of classes which 
'began last „ Thursday to 
protest the detention of Seeha- 
ba (Dan) Montsitsi, leader of 
the Soweto Students Repre¬ 
sentative Council. 

Montsitsi, along with 26 
other black, and white student 
leaders, was arrested 10 days 


ago under Section 22 of the 
General Laws Amendment 
Act.

PARIS (AP) — Soviet lead¬ 
er Leonid Brezhnev has chid¬ 
ed both France and the Unit¬ 
ed States over their military 
positions, saying little 
progress has been made with 
the U.S. on strategic arms 
limitation and expressing his 
concern over apparent moves 
by France to rejoin the NATO 
military alliance. 

Brezhnev, on a Ihree-day 
visit to France for talks with 
President Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing, said Tuesday that 
improvements have been 
made in East-West detente in 
light of the Helsinki accord. 

However, he added that po¬ 
litical rapprochement must be 
reinforced by military de¬ 
tente, a pointed reference to 
Kremlin disapproval of 
French membership in the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organi¬ 
zation. 

“A lot lias been said recent¬ 
ly about the enlargement of 
the French presence in the 
Atlantic military alliance,” 
Brezhnev said. "A lot has 
been said about the new 
French military doctrine of 
forward battle, but a battle 
against whom?” 

French generals recently 
came out in favor of i>osition- 
ing their forces near East- 
bloc borders. 

Brezhnev also attacked 
"certain manifestations of the 
policy of Western powers” 
which he said were in contra¬ 
diction with the Helsinki ac¬ 
cords and aimed "at an acute 
confrontation between the two 
parts of Europe.” That was 
an apparent reference to 
Western positions on civil 
rights but he did not elabo¬ 
rate. 

A French official said Gis¬ 
card d’Estaing told Brezhnev 
that France decided its own 
military policy and while it 
w as a member of .the Atlantic 
political alliance, it did not 
belong to any of the inter-grat¬ 
ed military units of NATO. 

Meanwhile, a Soviet spokes¬ 
man said Brezhnev felt there 
had been no major progress 
in Strategic Arms Limitation 
Talk* With the U.S. as a result 


of his meeting with U.S. State 
Secretary Cyrus Vance in 
March.

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Sawmills still issue 


Duke point plan 
winning support

NANAIMO — More than 500 
people turried out for a piiblic 
hearing here on the proposed 
Duke Point port and industri¬ 
al development Monday night. 

The vast majority showed 
by their applause that they 
were completely in support of 
the proposed rezoning. 

Of those presenting briefs, 
however, about half were op¬ 
posed to one part of the devel¬ 
opment — the location of saw¬ 
mills on Jack Point. 

Project officer for the Brit¬ 
ish Columbia Development 
Corporation. Peter Breikss, 
explained the planned multi¬ 
million dollar development to 
the overflow crowd at the 
Credit Union Hall. 

The proposal Is to locate a 
three-berth port, two or three 
sawmills, and an industrial 
park, with accompanying 
greenbelt area on Duke and 
Jack Point, southeast of the 
city of Nanaimo, near the 
Harmac Pulp Mill. 

Duke Point Is located north 
of Harmac, with Jack Point 
separated from Duke Point at 
high tide by Indian, or Canoe, 
portage. 

Breikss told the audience 
that the capital investment in 
the entire project was expect¬ 
ed to be about $110 million. 
Some $3 million in taxes on 
the development would come 
to the city annually. 

*'*; . e; 

The port, with a 120-acre as¬ 
sembly wharf, could handle 
the larger forest products ves¬ 
sels. At the industrial park. 
Breikss said, would be room 
for the oil storage tanks now 
located on Stewart Avenue in 
Nanaimo, along the wa¬ 
terfront.. 

Each of the components of 
the development depends on 
the other, Breikss said, and 
he warned that the options on 
the land will expire soon. 

The BCDC, he said, will ex¬ 
ercise those options only if it 
feels it has the support of the 
community, through the re- 
aotfng of the land. 

To audience complaints that 
plans were not complete 
enough on which to base a, 
decision. Breikss said that in¬ 
dustry would not plan any 
further than it had until the 
land was rezoned, because 
those plans are too expensive. 

BCDC Is asking that the 
land be rezoned industrial 
from the present rural zoning. 

Breikss said that the BCDC 
would be sponsoring its own 
public hearing in about two 
months, to make public the 
results of the environmental 
study that is being done on 
the area. Greenbelts and 
other environmental protec¬ 


tion measures will be adjust¬ 
ed to meet the requirements 
of the study, he said.

centre 

NANAIMO — The big topic 
at Monday night’s public 
hearing was the proposed 
Duke Point port development, 
but a group of Harewood resi¬ 
dents came for another rea¬ 
son — to oppose the proposed 
Columbia Centre. 

The centre, which is pro¬ 
posed to be located in Hare- 
wood near Park Avenue 
school would serve emotional¬ 
ly disturbed people, and resi¬ 
dents of the area were vocal 
in their opposition. 

Jim Wilson, speaking for a 
group of residents, said that 
they were concerned that the 
centre would be near an ele¬ 
mentary school and worried 
that the centre may some day 
be used for "drug addicts, al¬ 
coholics and those in conflict 
with the law." 

The noise of the school play¬ 
ground, he said, would "not 
be conducive to the well-being 
of patients with emotional 
prtJblems." 

Rose Winkelman, co-owner 
of the property being sold for 
Columbia Centre, said that 
she was deeply disappointed 
to see Harewood residents re¬ 
jecting the center. 

Many lonely 

The property could support 
18 duplexes, she said, and she 
vowed that if the land use 
contract for the centre was 
rejected, the bulldozers would 
be in two days plater. 

Dr. Guiseppe Multari made 
a plea for the centre, which 
he said served people who 
were already in die communi¬ 
ty, many of them simply peo¬ 
ple who were lonely, and 
could not handle their loneli¬ 
ness. 

Also oq the public hearing 
agenda was a proposed bylaw 
which would require marina 
owners’ to provide one park¬ 
ing space per four berths. 

Opposing the change are 
Stewart Avenue marina 
owners, who complained that 
city council was "picking on” 
them. 

The marina owners asked if 
the city planned similar park¬ 
ing requirements for other bu¬ 
sinesses. 

The national average, the 
owners said, is one space per 
seven berths, and the require¬ 
ment of one per four would be 
a hardship on the marina 
owners. 


Speaking in support of the 
development, Nanaimo Action 
Committee representative 
Tom Humble warned that the 
more the plan was altered the 
less industry would be inter¬ 
ested ia it The NAC had 
placed taew^paper and radio 
ads urging the public to turn 
out for the hearing, to show 
the community’s support for 
the project 

Owen Kennedy, regional 
district director for Cedar, the 
area in which the develop¬ 
ment would be located, urged 
that the plan proceed by land 
use contract. Kennedy said he 
supported the development 
but that a land use contract 
should be used to give public 
imput into the plans for the 
industrial park, and to protect 
the Nanaimo Raver estuary, 
as well as insure greenbelts. 

The Nanaimo River estuary 
is located between the city 
and the proposed develop¬ 
ment 

Bob Morris, president of the 
Nanaimo Fish and Game 
Club, opposed the location of 
sawmills on Jack Point. The 
limited size of Jack Point 
made location of sawmills 
there unpractical, Morris 
said, and there was no guar¬ 
antee that the mills would not 
expand into the estuary in the 
future. 

The Nanaimo District Natu¬ 
ralists Club called for a 200 
yard greenbelt along the dev¬ 
elopment, and opposed the 
use of Jack Point. Sawmill* 
on the point would be a “visu¬ 
al affront” the club said. Con¬ 
cerns about fresh water and 
space for parking and log 
storage were also raised. 

But. preserving Jack Point 
for public use, with no saw¬ 
mills, was "too high a price to 
pay" argued Nanaimo lawyer 
Douglas McBride. He re- 
cieved loud applause for his 
statement. "If we say no and 
this development goes down, 
you can write Nanaimo off for 
the next 10 years for any fur¬ 
ther development.” 

A1 Stewart, speaking for 
SPEC, opposed the location 
of sawmills on Jack Point. 

Pat Barron, of the Con¬ 
cerned Citizens Committee, 
called for the use of a land 
use contract for Jack Point, 
with the point used for some¬ 
thing other than sawmills. 

Speaking in favor fo the en¬ 
tire re zoning were represent¬ 
atives of the Upper Island 
Truck and Equipment Owners 
Association. HUDAC and the 
Longshoremen’s union. 

Opposed was a spokesman 
for the United Fishermen and 
Allied Workers, who warned 
that creatine new' jobs in the 
development might mean des¬ 
troying jobs for fishermen. 

City council is expected to 
receive recommendations 
from its planners at next 
Monday's meeting and could 
make a decision on the rezon¬ 
ing application then.

And w'hile it has always 
been difficult for people to 
find rental accommodation 
when they have children, it is 
doubly difficult for a single 
parent. It Is also nearly im¬ 
possible for a woman in Mrs. 
O’Keeffe’s positon to afford to 
buy a home. 

But two years ago she hit 
on what seemed to be the per¬ 
fect solution to her problems 

She could buy a modern, 
comfortable home, fully fur¬ 
nished for a total of $20,000. 
The dealer from whom she 
purchased her 820 square-foot 
home told her she would have 
her own “little corner of the 
earth” to place it on in View 
Royal. 

The solution did not work 
out quite that way. however. 

The mobile home park 
planned for View* Royal never 
got beyond the planning 
stage, and the dealer offered 
Mrs. O’Keefe alternative 
space on Millstream Road on 
the site of another planned 
mobile home park. 


”1 had already given the 
landlord notice so I had to go 
somewhere,” Mrs. O’Keeffe 
said. 

"I suppose I should have 
said give me back my money, 
but I was desperate, and the 
landlord wanted to get into his 
house. 

"I came out and looked at 
the land, and there is some 
nice property here, so I ac¬ 
cepted, but when I saw where 
they had actually plonked the 
unit down I wasn’t too happy. 

"But they said it's only 
temporary. When we build the 
park here you will be the first 
tenant and can pick your spot. 

"Well, I’ve been here a 
year and a half now — how 
temporary can you get?” 

So there she sits just back 
off Millstream Road next to a 
disused cement block plant. 

”1 wanted a little place 
where ^ could have a bit of 
garden and I wanted to build 
on a porch, but I can’t do any¬ 
thing because I’m confined 
just to the land the unit actu¬ 
ally covers.” 

For this she pays $85 a 

month. 

"I’m just sitting here in 
limbo," Mrs. O’Keeffe said. 

"f can’t move because you 
can’t just haul a 68-foot mo¬ 


bile home any old place. All 
the mobile home parks are 
full, or have empty pads 
which are reserved for deal¬ 
ers only. 

"I don’t qualify for any 
home buyers' assistance 
grants because I don’t own 
The land the unit sits on. nor 
do I have a five-year lease. 

"I’m just caught every way 
I turn, and I’m sure I’m not 
the only one. I feel that there 
are a lot more people like 
me with units plonked down 
In strange little corners and 
then forgotten about.” 

Max Allard is just such an¬ 
other one. 

A former RCMP officer cur¬ 
rently attending the Universi¬ 
ty of Victoria, he saw his 
68-foot mobile home as good 
inexpensive housing for him¬ 
self. his wife and their two 
sons. 

"The dealer said If we 
bought the unit he would set it 
up on a site for us. He showed 
us a site in Brentwood where 
we were led to believe the 
unit would be located,” Allard 
said. 

"Here il is a year later and 
we’re still sitting in a tempo¬ 
rary location that we found 
for ourselves and still waiting 
for the Brentwood site. We're 
still being told that we will be 


moved out to Brentwood 
shortly." 

Or take the case of a friend 
of Allard, who bought a mo¬ 
bile home shortly before his 
marriage. 

"He was shown a site out In 
Brentwood as well,” Allard 
said. “And he was told that 
the unit would be set up there 
by the time he returned from 
his honeymoon. 

"In fact when they returned 
it was still on the sales lot. 
and that’s where they lived 
for eight months, hooked to 
the sales office for electricity, 
and visiting friends when they 
wanted a bath or shower.” 

Allard finally lost track of 
his friends, who he felt had 
sold out their interest in the 
mobile home in favor of con¬ 
ventional housing. 

"It's most frustrating living 
in this temporary way.” Al¬ 
lard said. ••'Hie boys don’t 
know how long they’ll be in 
this particular school. 

“I can’t level the unit up 
properly, and I can’t put on 
skirting or a porch. Td like a 
bit of garden around, and I’d 
like to do something to con¬ 
ceal the hitch but I can’t do 
any of those things until I’m 
permanently settled.” 

But even ipeople who felt 


themselves permanently set¬ 
tled In mobile home parks are 
finding themselves in dire 
straits. 

Twenty-two residents of 
Centennial Trailer Park on 
Craigflower Road in View 
Royal will have to move out 
shortly because of plans for a 
condominium on the property, 
and another park in Langford 
is on the verge of closing, 
with residents appealing to 
the Supreme Court for the 
right to remain a little longer. 

While these mobile home 
owners search desperately for 
the non-existent vacant 
spaces, the municipalities, 
with the exception of Sidney, 
flatly refuse to allow mobile 
home paries within their 
bounds. 

When mobile home owners 
turned to the Capital Region 
Board for assistance the mat¬ 
ter was simply turned over to 
representatives of the unor¬ 
ganized areas to see if they 
could accommodate more mo¬ 
bile homes. 

Municipal representatives 
have been conspicuous only 
by their absence from meet¬ 
ings between provincial and 
regional governments to try 
to solve the problems of tax¬ 
payers who have opted for al¬ 
ternative housing. 


Newspaper pay rollback ordered 


Union employees at Victoria 
Press are in for a 4 per cent 
wage rollback, a spokesman 
for the Anti-Inflation Board 
said Monday. 

In dealing with the 29-month 
contract of the 350 union em¬ 
ployees. die board has told 
the Victoria Joint Council of 
Newspaper Unions that the 
employees could not have 
wage increases exceeding the 
basic guidelines of 8 per cent 


for last year, 6 per cent this 
year and 4 per cent next year. 

Increases in the contracts of 
the five unions representing 
employees at the two news¬ 
papers — the morning Colo¬ 
nist and the afternoon Times 
— were for a total of 28 per 
cent— 4 per cent over the al¬ 
lowable three-year limit. 

General manager Jack Mel¬ 
ville said the current ruling 
applied only to the union con¬ 


tracts because they extended 
into next year. 

There has been no ruling 
concerning a third group — 
non-union employees. Melville 
said he didn't know if there 
would be “any advice” from 
the AIB concerning this group 
on the grounds that it hadn't a 
signed contract and that the 
company would probably be 
expected to treat it in the 
same manner that has been 


prescribed for the union em¬ 
ployees. 

The AIB has rejected the 
argument that because two of 
the unions — the Victoria 
Newspaper Guild and the Vic¬ 
toria Typographical Union — 
agreed in the last negotiations 
to remove a prohibition on the 
introduction of technological 
changes that they should be 
allowed wage increases slight¬ 
ly over the guidelines. 


The argument was based on 
the theory that withdrawal of 
such a restriction would im¬ 
prove the company’s ef¬ 
ficiency. This can be taken 
into consideration under AIB 
regulations. 

As a result of the ruling, the 
scheduled 4 per cent increase 
July 1 will be cut to 2 per 
cent. The company and unions 
will meet to decide at what 
point the other 2 per cent will 
be deducted.

Roberts said the WHA 
owners have agreed to a 


"multi-million dollar settle¬ 
ment’ ’ with his association. 

Roberts negotiated the set¬ 
tlement with tiie WHA two 
w eeks ago while-the NHL gov¬ 
ernors held their annual meet¬ 
ing in Montreal. 

“We were pleased with the 
outcome," Roberts said. "All 
contracts wfl] be honored.

some contractual arrange¬ 
ments. but the players are 

protected." 

Roberts said the deal covers 
this year and next in the 
event an expansion does not 
occur this year.

Rob¬ 
erts added.

Rabbit farming 
jumps in Alberta 


EDMONTON (CP) - A pro¬ 
lific new venture has jumped 
onto the Alberta agriculture 
scene — rabbit farming. 

The provincial agriculture 
department says there is a 
ready market for meat- 
type rabbits in Alberta mainly 
due to Increased demand dur¬ 
ing the last year. 

"Several hotels and large 
restaurants in the Edmonton 
and Calgary regions have in¬ 
dicated that they would like to 
add rabbit to their menus if 
they could be sure of getting a 
steady supply,” said Cameron 
Ross, project coordinator in 
the department’s agricultural 
processing branch. 

Rabbit - raisers can get 
about 55 cents a pound live 
for fryer rabbits and around 
45 cents for roasters, or ma¬ 
ture rabbits. The fryers retail 
for up to $2.79 a pound in 
supermarkets and the 
roasters for slightly less, de¬ 
pending on the retailer. 

Ross said raising rabbits is 
a suitable hobby for people 
living on small acreages since 
the animals are clean and 
easily cared for and need only 
a small amount of space. 

"If managed properly, they 
can be a profitable hobby." 

Two government-inspected 
poultry processing plants rn 
Alberta process about 13,000 
rabbits annually. 

The plant in southern Alber¬ 
ta has been so short of rabbits 
that it has had to get them 


from Montana. To rectify the 
situation, the Alberta Associa¬ 
tion of Commercial Rabbit 
Producers was formed last 
March with about 60 
members. 

“Too many Canadian house¬ 
wives think of the rabbit as 
the Easter bunny or as a pet, 
but not as meat,” said Denis 
Saffran of Ardrossan. provi¬ 
sional president of the 
AACRP. 

The association was formed 
to educate the public in the 
methods of rabbit - raising. 
With morq, producers, meal 
stores and restaurants could 
be assured of a steady supply 
of rabbit meat, so could offer 
it on o regular basis. 

"Rabbit is higher in protein 
than beef and lower in choles¬ 
terol,” said Saffran. The Uwi- 
ed Stated agriculture depart¬ 
ment says it also has more 
protein and fewer calories 
than chicken, turkey, veal, 
lamb and pork. 

Albertans are also raising 
rabbits for lab research pur¬ 
poses and some are producing 
prized Angora wool from An¬ 
gora rabbits. 

Saffran said most are rais¬ 
ing the animals on acreages, 
but some farmers are trying 
their hand at the business as 
well. 

"Some are pig farmers . . . 
and even cattle producers. 
One fellow told me he might 
as well lose money on rabbits 
as on cattle.” 


said: 'I don’t know whether to 
eat it, drink it or get down 
and pray in front of it.’”

Simm watched him 
operate and learned about 100 
methods of flambe. 

He first put his knowledge 
to use in a Winnipeg hotel in 
1967 and moved to Moncton 
four years later. 

"As a flambe artist, you 
can get a job almost any¬ 
where, (but I wouldn’t dream 
of going anywhere else," he 
said. 

In addition to using his 
skills in the restaurant. Simm 
teaches them to students 
throughout the Maritimes. ad¬ 
vising^ them to develop their 
own style and recipes. 

And he follows his own ad¬ 
vice. 

Working in a restaurant 
serving Greek and Italian 
foods, he was asked by the 
owners to develop, Greek and 
Italian flaming coffee. 

"Finally, I hit upon the 
right ingredients one day 
while I was shaving," he said. 

Flaming a beverage is 
more than providing impres¬ 
sive fireworks. 

"Flaming starts a molecu¬ 
lar action which causes the 
liquor and liqueurs of dif¬ 
ferent densities to blend per- 
fectly. A properly flamed 
drink doesn’t have to be 
stirred."

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Young incorrigibles to face 2-year jail term

Hard-core juvenile offend¬ 
ers will face a maximum of 
two years in jail under new 
legislation introduced Tues¬ 
day by Attorney-General 
Garde Gardom. 

Gardom said “containment 
centres'' to house the re¬ 
peat offenders would be es¬ 


tablished at Juvenile Deten¬ 
tion Hpme in Victoria, site of 
the lower Island centre, and 
Willingdon School in Van¬ 
couver, site of the mainland 
centre. 

In introducing Bill 55. die 
Corrections Amendment Act. 
Gardom refused to use the 
word “jail.” 

“This a containment pro¬ 
gram geared to handle a 


small group of repeat offend¬ 
ers who don’t appear to be 
helped by existing programs.” 
Gardom said. 

He said that there were 
about 90 hard-core repeaters 
in the entire ranks of juvenile 
delinquents, with possibly 
30 active at any given time. 

Willingdon would be rede¬ 
signed to handle a maximum 
of 20 repeaters while the Vic¬ 


toria centre would be equipped 
to handle 10. 

The minimum age for a ju¬ 
venile to be sentenced to a 
containment centre would be 
14. Maximum sentence, which 
under the new * leigislation 
could be imposed directly by 
the courts, would be two 
years with a sentence review 
mandatory every three 
months. 


The commissioner of cor¬ 
rections would establish spe¬ 
cial programs which at his 
discretion might include a 
restitution or compensation 
program when damage was 
done to property; a communi¬ 
ty service program; an at¬ 
tendance program, probation 
supervision or “a containment 
program." 

Centre Creek on the main¬ 


land and Lake view on Van¬ 
couver Island would become 
containment centres at a later 
date and the new act states 
that the provincial cabinet 
“may designate part or all of 
a facility as a youth contain¬ 
ment centre" 

Gardom conceded die leg¬ 
islation would give the cabinet 
the right to designate part of 
the Oakalla provincial jail as 


a containment centre. "But I 
can assure you that won't 
happen.” he said. “It is un¬ 
thinkable to put juveniles with 
adults. No, the section does 
say that, but it means that we 
can declare facilities contain¬ 
ment centres without building 
new facilities." 

Before an existing facility 
could be declared a contain¬ 
ment centre the cabinet would 


have to be satisfied that 
youths sentenced to the centre 
would receive proper care 
and attention, proper training 
and proper supervision. 

Gardom said he didn't ex¬ 
pect many of the hard-core of¬ 
fenders to get the maximum 
two years and that whatever

SAINT JOHN, N.B. (UPI) - A fire in a 
detention area of the city hall police headquarters 
here late Tuesday night killed 21 prisoners, a police 
spokesman said today. 

About a dozen policemen, six firemen and an 
unidentified number of prisoners were rushed to hos¬ 
pital in six ambulances and a dozen police cruisers. 
All apparently were treated for smoke inhalation. 


A police spokesman said the overnight detention 
cells, built to hold 25 persons, were nearly full aJ 
the time. 

The police said the cause ol the fire was un¬ 
known but apparently it started in one of the padded 
cells of the overnight detention center, located on 
the second floor of the five-year-old city hall build¬ 


ing. The deaths were apparently caused by smoke 
inhalation, a spokesman said. 

Police had trouble opening Uie doors to the 
cells, and the police information officer said heat 
had fused the locks. He described it as a flash fire. 

The first alarm was received at 11:28 p.m. but 
it was 12:15 before any of the bodies were removed. 


‘ It was a grim scene, a scene of shock," said 
an observer. "Police were sitting on the curb hack¬ 
ing and coughing, overcome by smoke.” 

The jail was unusually full because a number of 
prisoners had been transferred front the Saint 
John County Jail after three fires broke out there 
last week. All those fires were deliberately set 
mattress fires but no one has been charged. 



RCMP coverup of illegal raid charged 


Gayer enters House 
.. can't take responsibility 


OTTAWA (CP) — An emer¬ 
gency Commons debate began 
late Tuesday with allegations 
by New Democrat leader Ed 
Broadbent that RCMP head¬ 
quarters consistently covered 
up RCMP involvement in an 
illegal 1972 raid in Montreal. 

Broadbent added that there 
was clear evidence of a police 
conspiracy involving the 
RCMP, Quebec provincial and 
Montreal urban police. 


He said a federal inquiry 
was needed to determine 
whether the cover-up is “an 
isolated incident or part of a 
general pattern.” 

"I couldn’t agree more." 
Opposition Leader Joe Clark 
said. 

But Dark aimed his lire at 
Supply Minister Jean-Pierre 
Goyer, who was solicitor- 
general in 1972. 


“Make a charge." an 
angry-looking Goyer demand¬ 
ed as Clark said that no mat¬ 
ter what the minister knew or 
did not know, he was respon¬ 
sible.

Goyer has insisted he did 
not know the RCMP were in¬ 
volved in an illegal raid, and 
had not asked. Clark said that 
made Goyer “as guilty of 
gross ministerial negligence 


as if he counselled and ap¬ 
proved" the raid. 

Goyer’s version was on the 
record and the Opposition 
said it was a serious reflec¬ 
tion on former RCMP com¬ 
missioner W. L. Higgitt and 
former RCMP security ser¬ 
vice director John Starnes, 
both retired; Goyer was say¬ 
ing in effect they had covered 
up. 


"He is accusing them of a 
very serious dereliction of 
duty,” Clark said. “They de¬ 
serve a right to reply.” 

"Why was the minister not 
advised?" Clark asked. 
"Was it because he arranged 
not to be advised? Was it that 
the RCMP did not trust him 
enough to advise him?” 

If Goyer had been so cer¬ 
tain the RCMP was not in¬ 


volved in the raid, why had he 
not told this to the left-wing 
agency that complained it 
had been raided by RCMP 
and the other police 101 x 165 ? 

Solicitor-General Francis 
Fox said Broadbent had asked 
the sharpest questions "but I 
don't agree with the conclu¬ 
sions he has drawn."

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White-water racers read river ahead 
while paddling clear of rock threats

DERBY. Vermont — Water 
racing downhill in a riverbed 
— or uphill over a beach ~ 
reflects what lies hidden be¬ 
neath. 

Water sculpts its way re¬ 
lentlessly through land or 
rocks. But whatever obstacles 
the water meets in turn sculpt 
the water. Where the obsta¬ 
cles fire dramatic — jutting 
boulder or steep shoreline 
the water sculpture becomes 
the even more dramatic tur¬ 
moil of “white-water." 

Whether gentle riffles, 
sharp staircases, pillows, ton¬ 
gues. souseholes, eddy lines, 
swamper haystacks, or thun¬ 
dering surf, each wave forma¬ 
tion tells the experienced 
white-water enthusiast preci¬ 
sely what rocks, shoals, 
chutes, or ledges lie ahead of 
his darting canoe or kayak. 

The man, woman, or child 
willing to "read the water" 
can follow water over, under, 
or through the most apparent¬ 
ly impossible obstacles. This 
challenge, the endless variety 
of rivers and shores across 


the country, plus the fact 
that many spectacular wil- • 
demess areas can only be 
reached by boat, explain the 
popularity of white-water both 
as a serious competitive sport 
an as a recreational activity. 

Thanks to increasing 
numbers of white-water fans, 
e\en the rank amateur can 
tackle a 226 - mile journey 
down the Colorado River 
through the Grand Canyon. 
Trips down the world's 
toughest rapids — on the Co¬ 
lorado, Utah’s Green River, 
Idaho's Salmon, Oregon's 


Rogue, Califorina's Tuolumne, 
Canada’s Chilootin and Fraser 
Rivers, the Amazon in Peru, 
or Yugoslavia’s River Tara - 
now are open to all through 
such nonprofit organizations 
as the American River Tour¬ 
ing Association (ARTA) of 
Oakland, California, and Wild- 
water Expeditions of West 
Virginia.

Mobile homes 


Space need 
ignored 
by councils 



Last of three parts

When Herb Stark and his 
neighbors found that they 
were about to be tossed out of 
their mobile home park, they 
started looking for other sites 
for their mobile homes. 

And that was when they 
realized the emergency situa¬ 
tion facing mobile home 
owners in the Capital Region. 

A recent survey of 45 mo¬ 
bile home parks showed vir¬ 
tually no vacancies other than 
empty sites reserved for mo¬ 
bile home sales companies. 

Stark started chasing from 
agency to agency, trying to 
find some help. 

But the provincial govern¬ 
ment told him to approach the 
region, and the region told 
him to go to the provincial 
government, and he began to 
wonder if he would have to 
live (Mi the roadside. 

Finally, with the help of Es- ' 
quimalt MLA Lyle Kahl, re¬ 
gional and provincial repre¬ 
sentatives sat down to discuss 
the matter. 

That was in the early spring 
and to date Stark still has 
nowhere to go. 

There has been some 
progress, however, as a result 
of the meetings. 

A bylaw which will regulate 
and set standards for mobile 
home parks is in the works at 
the regional level, and once 
that is passed the board will 
be studying some applications 
to build mobile home parks. 

The old stigma against mo¬ 
bile homes remains, however. 

Typically the matter of pro¬ 
riding mobile home sites was 
turned over to die unorganized 
areas to the west which al¬ 
ready have all but three of 
the region’s mobile home 
parks. Municipal represent¬ 
atives were invited to the pro¬ 
vincial-regional meetings, but 
failed to show up. 

And even the directors who 
did attend the meetings 
seemed to have difficulty ac¬ 


cepting the concept of mobile 
home parks. 

View Royal’s Pat Massy for 
Instance, who had had no dif¬ 
ficulty accepting the idea of 
178 townhouses, most of them 
with zero lot lines, crowded 
onto 17 acres in View Royal, 
was opposed to the idea of 
allowing large mobile home 
parks for up to 200 mobile 
homes. 

The fault does not lie entire¬ 
ly with regional directors, 
however. 

Part of the problem lies in 
the fact that it is hard to find 
a mobile home park in the 
region that is properly laid 
out, and an attractive place to 
live. 

One answer to that, says 
regional planner Jim Master^ 
ton, is a pilot project in the 
region, to show what can be 
done to provide sites for mo¬ 
bile homes. 

Edmonton had been 
successful with such a project 
which integrated mobile 
homes with conventional 
housing in a large subdivision. 

At first, Masterton said, 
city authorities did not know 
what call there would be for 
the sites, so in planning the 
subdivision areas were set 
aside to provide sites in small 
cul-de-sacs. 

"The sites were filled, and 
the two types of housing com¬ 
pletely integrated. That type 
of thing can be done quite 
easily as long as you have 
- good regulations to cover ad¬ 
ditions. porches, skirting, etc. 

• ’Mobile Jiome residents are 
really not* transients, and on 
good sites they put in their 
landscaping. and they’re 
happy to stay put." 

Masterton pointed out that 
even in the Victoria area 
where most parks were less 
than perfect, people stayed in 
parks for several years. 

A survey of local parks 
showed that while the average 
stay in some w as only two to 
three years, some had oc-

cupants staying up to 20 
years. 

Another possible solution, 
Masterton said, would be for 
parks to be strata-titled — 
that is. the land could be 
owned by the residents. 

“People who own their own 
land have security- and pride 
ol ownership, and that all 
makes ior stability,” he said. 

"Municipalities have always 
fallen into a dilemma in deal¬ 
ing with mobile homes,” Mas¬ 
terton continued. 

"They can treat the mobile 
home as part of the housing 
market — simply as conven¬ 
tional housing — and apply 
the same standards in terms 
of lot size, set backs and oth¬ 
er planning requirements. 

“As often as not the prac¬ 
tical result of such policy has 
been you don't have any mo¬ 
bile homes because they seem 
to be unable to compete in the 
open market with conven¬ 
tional housing. 

“On the other hand if they 
relax standards of site devel¬ 
opment to attract mobile 
home development, then they 
are saying mobile homes are 
not like part of the conven¬ 
tional housing market, and 
therefore their prejudice is 
being manifested in their leg¬ 
islation. 

“That is a paradox.” 

Kahl said he was disap¬ 
pointed at the lack of munici¬ 
pal reaction to the plight of 
mobile home owners. 

"The onus has been put on 
the unorganized areas, but 
they don’t have the sewered 
land for mobile home parks. 
Something more might be 
done if a more flexible look is 
taken at alternate methods of 
sewage disposal, perhaps with 
small treatment plants to 
serve individual parks. 

“But primarily all the ser¬ 
viced land that could accom¬ 
modate mobile homes is with¬ 
in the municipal areas. 

4, I doubt if Victoria. Esqui¬ 


mau or Oak Bay could do 
much because they have little 
vacant land, but Saanich, 
Central and North Saanich 
and Sidney could well take 
part in discussions and see 
what land they could make 
available.” 

Kahl noted that parks In the 
Saanich Peninsula are all on 
Indian reserve lands. 

”We have to provide the op¬ 
portunity for people to have 
their own homes, and the mo¬ 
bile home is one good method 
of doing that. 

“I have the feeling that 
most of the people opposed to 
mobile home parks have 
rever even been inside a mo¬ 
bile home.” 

Kahl said the municipalities 
should understand their re¬ 
gional responsibilities and 
help to solve the problems 
faced by people who want to 
buy mobile homes. 

"Certainly some municipal¬ 
ities have the land, and if it 
means re zoning then so be it 

"T>e directors from the 
western community are fac¬ 
ing up to their responsi¬ 
bilities, and it is up to the 
others to help.” 

Kahl agreed with Masterton 
that a pilot project could help 
the situation, not only in pro¬ 
riding space for some homes- 
but in showing the kind of 
parks that could be developed 
with good planning. 

But he said he doubted mu¬ 
nicipalities were concerned 
about solving the problems of 
people with low-cost housing. 

“They are more Interested 
in building up their tax rolls, 
and they certainly can get 
more from a 5200,000 house 
than a 520,000 mobile home. 
They are not really interested 
in providing a service to peo¬ 
ple in need of less expensive 
forms of housing.” 


Islands Trust foes gain points with premier

With the Islands Trust In 
dissension. Premier Bennett 
Tuesday gave some regional 
board officials the impression 
that he might even consider 
abandoning the trust. 

Both Bennett and Municipal 
Affairs Minister Hugh Curtis 
refused to discuss a meeting 
they had with representatives 
of seven regional boards, but 
the representatives said they 
were satisfied with the meet¬ 
ing. - 

“The premier w'as interest¬ 
ed in our point of view that 
the whole thing could be sim¬ 
plified if the Islands Trust 
was abandoned,” Peter 
Hoembert of the Sunshine 
Coast Regional Board said. 

"He indicated that he might 
be ready to review even 
that.” 


Meanwhile, within the trust, 
one of the elected represent¬ 
atives has clashed with one of 
the appointed representatives, 
and another has asked that 
contemplated amendments to 
the Islands Trust legisla¬ 
tion be dropped. 

In a letter to his fellow Is¬ 
lands Trust trustees, Terrence 
Hanna of Gabriola Island said 
he was deeply troubled over 
internal dissension within the 
trust. 

Hanna said that on Gabrio¬ 
la. subdividing is roaching 
excessive proportions, "for 
purely speculative inter¬ 
ests.” while the draft commu¬ 
nity plan has not progressed. 

"I am sufficiently alarm¬ 
ed.'' he said, "that I am writ¬ 
ing direct to the minister for 
a moratorium by order-in¬ 
council. on in stream and fut¬ 
ure subdividing until the com¬ 


munity plan is accepted by 
the people of Gabriola.” 

There has been, he said in 
his letter, a difference of opin¬ 
ion between himself and ap¬ 
pointed trustee Neldor Boul¬ 
ton. 

"The difference of opinion 
in my mind stems from Nel- 
dor’s conviction it is too late 
to save the island, and that 
his excavating business re¬ 
quires a growing papulation 
as rapidly as possible.” 

Hanna suggested that a 
trust council, with power to 
make decisions would be a 
j>ossible answer to the ques¬ 
tion of v electoral account¬ 
ability. 

"I do not wish to see the 
trust go down the drain, but I 
have talked to three directors 
from different regional dis¬ 
tricts and their intensity 


about disbanding the trust 
alarms me,” he said. 

Democratic accountability 
was also the theme of a letter 
to the premier from Salt 
Spring Island trust member 
Charles Longeuay. 

He poineed out that at 
present elected represent¬ 
atives can be outvoted by the 
three provincially appointed 
members on any matter. 

There are 26 elected 
members to the trust from 
various islands, and three 
general appointed members. 
Trust meetings, however, are 
on the local level, with com¬ 
mittees that consist of the 
three general members, and 
the two local elected repre¬ 
sentatives from the island 
concerned. 

Matters that affect more 


than one island are decided 
solely by the three appointees. 

Proposed amendments to 
the Islands Trust Act would 
put land planning and zoning 
into the hands of the trust, 
which currently deals with 
such matters only after re¬ 
gional governments have 
dealt with them. 

“Removing the land use 
authority from the regional 
boards and vesting it in the 
trust gives all the power to 
three appointed trustees, who 
could conceivably (if they so 
chose) form a dictatorship 
either now or in the future,” 
the letter said. 

“I am concerned that our 
elected member, Hugh Curtis, 
for whom I campaigned very 
strongly in his election, stated 
publicly that he opposed ap- 


Racquet Club sale offer made 

Unnamed entrepreneur makes bid

A private entrepreneur has 
offered to buy the financially- 
beleaguered Racquet Club of 
Victoria, but the man’s iden¬ 
tity will not be known until 
the club executive has met to 
consider the proposal. 

The offer was relayed to 
club president John McBride 
Tuesday, just a few^Tiours 
after Saanich council had all 
but ruled out any possibility 
of giving the club any finan¬ 
cial assistance. 

MoBride told the’ Colonist: 
“We’ve had an offer to pur¬ 
chase the club from a private 
entrepreneur.” 

An emergency meeting of 
the olub executive would be 
held within a week to discuss 
the offer and explore “all 
other avenues open to us.” 

Council voted Monday to 
table until July 4 a proposed 
to pay this year's 521.826 
school bill for the club. 

Council agreed to explore 


with the club executive ways 
the municipality could help 
the club out ot its financial 
dilemma by paying for use of 
the club’s facilities by the 
general public at certain 
hours. 

McBride, however, ruled 
out this type of financial help. 

“We are willing to meet 
with council,” he said. “But it 
looks like w’e’ll have difficulty 
having a common meeting 
ground.” 

Council, he said, wanted 
“our two rarest commodities 
— tennis courts and ice 
time." 

McBride said it was “just 
not feasible” to rent the facili¬ 
ties to the municipality. 

He said the majority of the 
new 281 members signed up 
in a recently-completed mem¬ 
bership drive "joined us be¬ 
cause they were disgruntled 
and unhappy with publio rec¬ 


reation facilities in Saanich.” 

To stop what he considered 
an abuse of public recrea¬ 
tional facilities in the munici¬ 
pality, McBride suggested a 
minimum 25 cent charge for 
use of tennis courts. 

Such a measure would af¬ 
ford some control and elimi¬ 
nate much of tennis court 
abuse throughout the munici¬ 
pality,-Jie said. 

Mayor Ed Lum told council 
he was agreeable to the 
suggestion that service be 
bought from the club. “But to 
give a grant to a club of this 
type will set a precedent not 
only in Saanich but through¬ 
out the province.’’ 

AJd. John Mika, who had 
earlier supported the grant 
because ot conditions laid 
down that the club would be¬ 
come an open club without 
peonie haring to buy a 51.000 
share to become a member. 


said he was disturbed by a 
news report which stated such 
was not the case. 

“lam disturbed to learn the 
'club has altered its position 
on this issue. 

“If, in fact, it remains an 
exclusive dub. I'm utterly op¬ 
posed to giving them a 
grant,” he^kaid.

It's a situation the alderman 
should be taking a close look 
at.” 

McBride said he supported 
Aid. Joseph Bourque s conten- 


pointed trust officials, and 
preferred elected represent¬ 
atives. His actions to date do 
not coincide with his re¬ 
marks.” 

Adding additional planning 
and zoning powers to the trust 
would do nothing to stream¬ 
line the planning process, 
since servicing responsibility 
still lay with the regional 
boards.

Saanich to stiffen 
dog-pound charges 

A substantial increase in pound fees for dogs has been 
urged by Saanich council. 

Aldermen decided earlier this week to send back to com¬ 
mittee tor further review a proposed new schedule of fees. 

They were in agreement with a recommendation increasing 
from 510 to 515 the fee for first impoundment, but some 
disagreed with subsequent proposed fees. 

Aid. Sandy Noel said* many dogowners were lax in look¬ 
ing after their pets and tees needed stiffening to make the 
owners more responsible. 

“We have many people who don’t blink an eye paying 520 
or 525 to get their dog out of the pound,” he said. 

Under the proposed schedule, owners would pay 520 for a 
second impoundment instead of 515. 525 for third impound¬ 
ment compared with 520 and 550 for a fourth impoundment, a 
doubling of the fee now charged. 

Besides the release fee, owners must pay a 53 a day for 
the care and feeding of their dogs. , 

Aid. Mary Casilio took issue with methods employed by 
poundkeepers to "oapture" dogs in the municipality. “Our 
people .oall dogs by their first name, luring them off their 
own property,” she said.
